Gay club’s 

closure 

creates 

void on 

Saturday 

nights

T he closing of Palladium this 
weekend marks the first time in 
more than a decade that San 
Francisco will be without a major 
club hosting weekly Saturday night 
dance parties for gay men. 

Seven months ago Gus Bean 
launched the club amid much hoopla 
just weeks after the closing of Audrey 
Joseph’s Club Townsend, the host to 
the long-running weekly Club Uni¬ 
verse and Pleasuredome parties. At 
the time, Bean said he hoped to revive 
the city’s nightlife and “showcase 
weekly performances by the hottest 
deejays, sexiest strippers, raunchiest 
show-offs, midgets, monsters, hus¬ 
tlers, and freaks.” 

While he was able to attract big- 
name talent in the club scene, such as 
DJs Victor Calderone, Susan Mora- 
bito, Tracy Young, and Paulo, in the 
end the club failed to generate the 
kind of energy and devotion Bean was 
used to at his monthly parties such as 
Mass and Sanctuary. 

“I think Palladium was more of a 
liability than an asset to my party ar¬ 
senal, so it is on to the next show,” said 
Bean, owner of Gus Presents and the 
club space at 550 Barneveld. “It wasn’t 
nearly as fulfilling personally and fi¬ 
nancially as I had anticipated.” 

While Joseph is planning to launch 
a new nightclub in the South of Mar¬ 
ket District sometime in April, the last 
dance at Palladium will take place this 
Saturday night, February 15. 
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Gay Shame takes Newsom 
and the IGBT center to task

I hat started as a 
I protest on behalf 
' of the have-nots 
quickly escalated 
into violence and controver¬ 
sy, and has once again be¬ 
come a debate about the ex¬ 
clusivity of the LGBT com- 
munityand San Francisco 
politics at large. 

On Thursday, February 6, 
between 40 and 60 demon¬ 
strators from Gay Shame, a 
group that sometimes uses 
radical tactics not unlike the 
early days of the gay civil 
rights movement, congregat¬ 
ed outside the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center to protest Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom, who 
was hosting an event to raise 
money for the center. 

Gay Shame participants 
were protesting Newsom’s 
Care Not Cash initiative, 
which cuts General Assistance 
payments to the homeless 
and requires many recipients 
to stay in shelters that are not always deemed 
safe for women and queers. Voters passed the 
measure last November. Demonstrators also

took issue with the center hosting what they 
called a political appearance designed to ex¬

Armistead Maupin 
to lead Pride Parade

T wenty-five is the magic 
number at this year’s San 
Francisco LGBT Pride 
Parade and Celebration. The 
parade’s theme, “You’ve gotta 
give them hope,” honors the 
legacy of the late Harvey 
Milk, who made history when 
he was sworn in as a supervi¬ 
sor 25 years ago, and again 
when he was assassinated less than a year later. 

This year also marks the 25th anniversary 
of several LGBT milestones, including the 
first printing of Armistead Maupin’s Tales of 
the City novels, a six-volume series that de¬ 
picted the lives of gay and straight San Fran¬ 
ciscans living in the same apartment complex 
at 28 Barbary Lane during the 1970s and 
1980s. To honor this anniversary, and the 
man behind it, Maupin has been chosen by 
San Francisco Pride as this year’s Pride Pa¬ 
rade celebrity grand marshal. 

“It’s fitting that we honor Armistead - the 
writer who created a global audience for San 
Francisco’s unique brand of queer social and sex¬ 
ual liberation,” said Pride President Joey Cain. 

Pride Executive Director Teddy Wither- 
ington agreed. 

“Armistead’s journey, his passions, and the 
inspiration he has given so many make him a 
natural choice as celebrity grand marshal,” 
said Witherington. “His panoramic view of 
humanity is at the very core of what we cele-

brate at the end of 
June each year.” 

Tales of the City 
became a classic for 
[| gays and straights 
alike, and the books 
were eventually 
turned into a televi¬ 
sion miniseries, 
which is now avail¬ 
able on video. 
Maupin has re- 
mained active in the 
San Francisco LGBT community, and is cur¬ 
rently involved in various projects, including 
a stage musical of Tales in Chicago, and a film 
based on his latest novel, The Night Listener. 

“I just try to write for everyone,” said a 
statement from Maupin on the grand mar¬ 
shal honor. “Every letter of LGBT is repre¬ 
sented by the residents of 28 Barbary Lane - 
with a few good straight folks as well. That’s 
the only way to be free in the end: to be your¬ 
self among others who aren’t at all like you. 
I’m always happy to celebrate that idea.” 

This is the second time Maupin has served 
as a Pride Parade grand marshal; in 1994 he 
was an individual marshal in honor of the 
25th anniversary of the Stonewall rebellion. 

Individual and organization grand mar¬ 
shal nominees for this year’s parade are ex¬ 
pected to be announced next week, and pub¬ 
lic voting will take place next month. Pride 
takes place over the weekend of June 28 and

ning for mayor and in order to win, say ac¬ 
tivists, he must take gay votes away from 
LGBT candidates such as Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano and city Treasurer Susan Leal. 

There are different accounts of what hap¬ 
pened during last week’s demonstration, but 
what is indisputable is that protesters and po¬ 
lice officers clashed, and several people were 
injured. 

Police also arrested four people, two of 
whom had faced charges of felony lynching, 
which according to Public Defender Jeff 
Adachi is a more serious term for resisting ar¬ 
rest and is an unusual charge to be applied to 
political demonstrators. 

“This is a sad day for San Francisco,” 
Adachi told the crowd at a Gay Shame press 
conference outside the Hall of Justice on 
Monday, February 10. “What concerns me is 
that anybody that participates in a public 
demonstration could be arrested and face 
felony charges.”

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AIDS agency 
says audit 
report proves 
political 
witch-hunt

I nvestigators examining whether the 
Stop AIDS Project violated regula¬ 
tions governing HIV prevention fund¬ 
ing have found that the agency was “in 
substantial compliance” with guide¬ 
lines set by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, according to 
an audit report released this month. 

Stop AIDS Project officials contend 
the findings in the federal review of the 
agency prove it 
came under un¬ 
warranted attack 
last year by con¬ 
servative law¬ 
makers on Capi¬ 
tol Hill looking 
to defund its pro¬ 
grams. 

“It was clearly 
not about public 
health or even 
about account- 

ability. It was about politics,” Darlene 
Wejde, Stop AIDS Project’s executive 
director, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We agree that agencies receiving fed¬ 
eral funds need to be accountable but 
this investigation was obviously a po¬ 
litical red herring.” 

The federal investigators reviewed 
72 workshops and other educational 
events Stop AIDS presented between 
January 1 and April 30, 2002. The au-

DPH hosts forum 
on staph infections

111 s San Francisco health offi¬ 
cials prepare to host a com- 

11 munity forum to discuss 
the appearance of a drug resistant 
staph infection among the city’s 
gay men, new cases of the virulent 
strain of staph have surfaced on 
the East Coast. 

Boston officials disclosed last 
week that four gay men in the last 
four months have sought treat¬ 
ment for methicillin-resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus (MSRA). 
Boston’s Fenway. Community 
Health Center treated three men 
for MSRA while Massachusetts 
General Hospital reported doctors 
have admitted one gay man with 
MSRA. 

In a health advisory released 
February 5, San Francisco health 
officials revealed they have been 
monitoring an increase in soft tis¬ 
sue infections among city jail in¬ 
mates since early summer of 2002. 
According to the advisory, 30 per¬ 
cent of cultures have grown 
MSRA. 

The advisory also states that 
about 25 percent of the city’s in¬ 
jection drug users are colonized 
with staph and one out of five 


have the drug-resistant strain. 
Health officials are currently try¬ 
ing to determine the prevalence of 
the staph infections in the gay 
community. 

Los Angeles health officials first 
reported the appearance of the 
drug resistant staph in gay men 
earlier this month. They later dis¬ 
closed the same strain of staph 
had been found among the city’s 
jail inmates. 

The soft tissue infections begin 
as minor infections such as pim¬ 
ples, boils, or other skin condi¬ 
tions. If not treated properly, they 
can become filled with pus and re¬ 
quire surgical drainage. 

Although staph is a bacteria 
found on the bodies of 20 percent 
of healthy people, one out of five 
people have bacteria that may not 
be killed by the antibiotics usual¬ 
ly used to treat the infections. It is 
this MSRA which has been found 
in men who have sex with men. 

If doctors are unable to treat 
the infections with lesser used an¬ 
tibiotics, patients must undergo 
intravenous regimens either ad¬ 
ministered at home or in the hos¬ 
pital. 

As reported in last week’s Bay 
Area Reporter , health officials are 
alarmed at the finding of MSRA 


in gay men, fearful that their 
lifestyle makes it easy to spread the 
staph. Individuals can contract the 
staph through skin to skin contact 
during sexual intercourse or by 
coming into contact with contam¬ 
inated surfaces, such as sauna 
benches, hot tubs, and athletic 
equipment. 

Health officials advise the best 
way to prevent getting an infec¬ 
tion is to maintain good personal 
hygiene and to wash skin and 
hands often. Persons who are very 
ill or have weakened immune sys¬ 
tems are advised not to handle the 
body fluids of others and to wash 
their hands frequently. 

In order to educate the com¬ 
munity about what the city is 
doing about the MSRA infections, 
the health department and the 
LGBT Community Center are 
hosting a community dialogue 
this Tuesday, February 18. The 
event is free and takes place from 
7 to 9 p.m. 

A panel of infectious disease 
experts and a person who had the 
staph will address how the city 
plans to monitor the staph out¬ 
break and what options exist for 
prevention and treatment. 

The center is located at 1800

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Creative Castro blood 
drive calls for peace

s more LGBT people 
join the opposition to 
America’s potential 
war with Iraq, a small group 
of activists has chosen the 
Castro to take a political 
stand, in more ways than 
one. 

The “Blood for Oil” blood 
drive, organized by Julie Wal- 
cer and Nicole Karam (who 
are Jewish and Arab-Ameri- 
can, respectively), will take 
place at 18th and Castro 
streets this Saturday, Febru¬ 
ary 15 form 1-5 p.m. A 
parked bloodmobile will re¬ 
cruit volunteers to donate 
blood, and activists will give 
all donors a free pint of 
motor oil in exchange. 

“We wanted to combat 
the critical Bay Area blood 
shortage and voice our oppo¬ 
sition to combat in Iraq,” said 
Walcer, who is a lesbian. 
“We’re calling on all the local 
bleeding hearts to shed a little 
blood to help prevent the spilling 
of more.” 

The blood-for-oil exchange, 
said Karam, will help draw atten¬ 
tion to the economic factors 
drawing the U.S. toward war. And 
the Castro location, said Walcer, is 
deliberate for a couple of reasons. 
For one, it will draw attention to 


the discriminatory gay blood ban. 

The gay blood ban, in effect 
since the early days of the AIDS 
crisis in 1985, stipulates that any 
man who has had sex with a man 
since 1977 - even once - cannot 
donate blood. The ban does not 
factor in a gay donor’s HIV status, 
and does not apply to the most 
promiscuous of heterosexuals. 

Another goal of the blood 


drive, said Walcer, is to demon¬ 
strate a queer presence for peace. 

“Sometimes the gay movement 
is perceived as only dealing with 
their own interests. We’d like to 
show up in the Castro and make 
our voices heard,” said Walcer, 
who does expect some gay patri¬ 
ots to take issue with the event. In¬ 
terestingly, said Walcer, some 
peace activists took issue with an 
“Uncle Sam” photo promoting the 
event, apparently mistaking the 
sarcasm for a pro-war stance. But 
addressing the blood shortage and 
hoping for peace, said Walcer, is 
the true motivation behind the 
event. 

“I’m concerned about the 
blood shortage in my city and the 
warmongering in my country. I 
thought participating in this 
blood drive was a great way to kill 
two birds with one stone, particu¬ 
larly if one is a war hawk,” she 
said. 

A blood drive, said Walcer, also 
underscores a fundamental truth 
about humanity. 

“We all bleed the same,” she 
said, “and we need to depend on 
one another to ensure our own 
survival.” 

Dozens of blood donors have 
already signed up for the event, 
but drop-ins from eligible donors 
are encouraged.

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MECA members to don 
wedding gowns Friday

- |g 1 his Friday, Valentine’s Day, 
v your chances of meeting a 

r woman in a wedding dress 
while riding BART will be much 
higher than usual. 

While February 14 is a day for 
budding romances, fueled by 
Hallmark-inspired sentiments 
like, “Although I don’t always tell 
you in so many words, I love you 
in so many ways,” or “Kisses are 
the language of love, want to in¬ 
dulge in a little conversation?” for 
many gay and lesbian people, 
Valentine’s Day is a reminder that 
love each other though we may, 
the laws of California consider gay 
relationships to be inferior to 
those between straight people. 

That’s why the wedding dress¬ 
es will be in evidence. Members of 
Marriage Equality California, 
many of them in wedding garb, 
will spend their Valentine’s Day 
riding BART to rallies in front of 
the city halls in Berkeley, Oakland, 
and San Francisco. MECA spon¬ 


sored resolutions this week in San 
Francisco and Berkeley urging the 
state government to allow same- 
sex marriage, and Oakland is con¬ 
sidering a similar measure. 

In San Francisco, the Board of 
Supervisors unanimously passed 
the resolution on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 11. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
authored it. 

“I think it’s a good organiza¬ 
tional tool. It keeps the fire burn¬ 
ing under this issue. Any steps we 
take are incremental. No matter 
how long it takes this issue is not 
going to go away until it’s re¬ 
solved,” he said. 

The rallies will start at 9 a.m. 
on the steps of Berkeley City Hall, 
with speakers Geoff Kors, of the 
California Alliance for Pride and 
Equality; out gay Berkeley City 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton; and MECA board member 
Molly McKay. 

At noon the group will move 
to San Francisco City Hall - by 
BART - to hear Ammiano and 
Kate Kendell of the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights. 


At 3:30 p.m., it’s back on BART 
to Oakland City Hall, where open¬ 
ly gay City Council member 
Danny Wan will address the rally. 

CAPE is sponsoring AB205, au¬ 
thored by Assemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los Angeles), which 
would give California domestic 
partners many of the same rights as 
married couples. MECA supports 
the bill, but says it’s not enough. 

Members say that even if the 
bill passes, gay couples will still 
not have the thousand or so fed¬ 
eral rights that go along with mar¬ 
riage. The most important of 
these, they say, are immigration 
rights (the ability to sponsor your 
partner as a citizen), portability 
(as partners move from state to 
state), and the ability to pay feder¬ 
al taxes jointly with a partner. 

McKay said that Goldberg’s bill 
is an “important interim step be¬ 
cause many of the state’s politi¬ 
cians are shying away from the l m’ 
word. While a comprehensive do¬ 
mestic partnership bill will be a 
step in the right direction, it’s not 
equality.” ▼

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Medical pot actions planned

M edical cannabis activists 
will hold a week of actions 
to call attention to the fed¬ 
eral government’s escalating at¬ 
tack on medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients and providers. The events 
start Saturday, February 15 and 
continue through February 22. 

The starting date was to com¬ 
memorate Proposition 215, Cali¬ 
fornia’s 1996 medical marijuana 
ballot initiative. 

Americans for Safe Access, the 
grassroots medical marijuana ad¬ 
vocacy group spearheading the ef¬ 
fort, encouraged supporters to 
wear green ribbons throughout 
the week. 

On Tuesday, February 18, the 
main nationwide day of action, 
many cities will hold “Evict the 
DEA” protests at local Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration offices 
or other federal buildings. As a 
follow-up to last June’s day of ac¬ 
tion - during which activists in 54 
cities served their local DEA or 
federal offices with “cease and de¬ 
sist” notices - activists are expect¬ 


ed to engage in direct action and 
present eviction notices. 

In the Bay Area, there will be 
noon rallies at both the Oakland 
Federal Building at 1301 Clay 
Street and the San Francisco Fed¬ 
eral Building at 450 Golden Gate 
Avenue. 

Although the California 
Supreme Court has upheld Propo¬ 
sition 215, also known as the Com¬ 
passionate Use Act, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled in May 2001 
that marijuana distribution is ille¬ 
gal under all circumstances, and the 
DEA has closed medical cannabis 
dispensaries throughout the state. 

Most recently, on January 31, a 
federal jury in San Francisco con¬ 
victed Ed Rosenthal, who was dep¬ 
utized by the city of Oakland to 
grow marijuana for patients. But a 
majority of the jurors - who said 
they did not receive complete in¬ 
formation about the case - have 
denounced the verdict and asked 
for a new trial for Rosenthal. Some 
40 other patients and providers 
face federal drug charges related to 
medical cannabis. 

Other San Francisco activities 
during the week include a press 


conference on Saturday, February 
15, at noon in front of the conser¬ 
vatory in Golden Gate Park. Ac¬ 
tivists will announce a plan to 
plant 215,000 cannabis seedlings. 
That afternoon, they plan to in¬ 
stall a marijuana leaf banner on 
the top of Twin Peaks. There will 
also be a kick-off party at 8 p.m. 
at the Compassion and Care Cen¬ 
ter at 122 10th Street. 

On Thursday, February 20, ac¬ 
tivists plan to dress up as Senator 
Dianne Feinstein and rally at 
noon outside the San Francisco 
Democrat’s district office at 1 Post 
Street (at Market) to demand her 
support in defending Proposition 
215 against the federal govern¬ 
ment; participants are urged to 
wear red business-style dresses. 

The week will conclude on Sat¬ 
urday, February 22 with a series of 
workshops and talks, a 2 p.m. 
medical marijuana march 
through the Castro - featuring a 
Dennis Peron look-alike contest 
honoring the cannabis club pio¬ 
neer - and an evening party at the 
350 Divisadero dispensary.

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Leno’s fumble 


W e can’t recall an instance in which 
we’ve disagreed with Assemblyman 
Mark Leno. We strongly backed the 
Democratic former San Francisco supervi¬ 
sor in his successful bid for higher office, 
and we’re pleased to see that he’s off to a 
strong start in Sacramento. He’s already in¬ 
troduced legislation to ban gender-based 
discrimination in housing and employment 
for transgenders. Additionally, Leno is an 
active member of the new LGBT Caucus, 
and will work hard to secure passage of As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg’s (D-Los 
Angeles) sweeping bill to expand rights for 
registered domestic partners. He remains 
fully committed to state and local govern¬ 
ment efforts to implement Proposition 215, 
the medical marijuana initiative. 

That said, however, we must take excep¬ 
tion to one of Leno’s pet projects (no pun in¬ 
tended) - his attempt to get Sacramento 
County officials to end a contract that allows 
the selling of some animals to the University 
of California, Davis for research. According 
to media reports, Leno paid a high-profile 
visit last week to a Sacramento County ani¬ 
mal shelter to publicize his efforts. At a time 
when there’s more than enough work for 
Leno to do in his own 13th Assembly District 
(as well as working with fellow legislators to 
solve the state’s whopping budget deficit), we 
are disappointed that he has taken on an out- 
of-town issue, the merits of which, in our 
opinion, are somewhat questionable. 

„We love animals as much as anyone, and 
yes, the photo of the cute, cuddly kitten that 
accompanied the San Francisco Chronicle 
story on Leno’s visit tugs at the heartstrings; 
but as an openly gay politician who lost a 
lover to AIDS, Leno should be aware of the 
benefits that animal research has had on im¬ 
proving the lives of many. Human lives can 
be saved through animal research. The 
American Psychological Society, the Amer¬ 
ican Academy of Pediatrics, the American 
Medical Association, and the American Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association have all issued 


statements affirming the essential need for 
humane and responsible animal research. 
We’ll likely incur the wrath of People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals, but 
with the AIDS epidemic still a fact 
of life (not to mention breast 
cancer, lymphoma, and other 
diseases), continued medical re¬ 
search is needed, and sometimes 
that involves animals. One course at 
UC Davis focuses on soft tissue research, 
which could potentially benefit doctors 
treating the new drug resistant 
staph infection that has been 
seen in gay men here and in 
other cities. 

Aside from the benefits of animal research, 
however, there is another important issue 
raised with Leno’s visit to the Sacramento 
shelter: the politics of the situation. Leno’s 


move could be viewed by fellow lawmakers as 
impolitic. After all, Sacramento has its own 
Assembly delegation as well as local officials 
who are in the position to take up local mat¬ 
ters. Leno’s visit could even alienate po¬ 
tential allies through unnecessary 
grandstanding. And Leno knows all too 
well about outsiders trying to tell the 
locals what to do; he has repeatedly 
stood against the federal government’s 
efforts to quash medical marijuana and 
j has been critical of the feds coming 
in and telling San Franciscans 
what to do. Now, he appears to 
be doing the same thing. 

We supported Leno for the 
state Assembly because we knew he would 
work hard for San Francisco’s interests. His 
foray into Sacramento politics last week is 
not what we had in mind. ▼ 




Lean times reason for cuts

L ast week, the Bay Area Reporter ran a 
guest opinion [“Carpetbaggers chop 
AIDS services”February 6] by Patrick 
Monette-Shaw filled with false characteriza¬ 
tions of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
and its global affiliate, the Pangaea Global 
AIDS Foundation. Given the extent of the 
inaccuracies, we felt compelled to respond. 

After careful study that began nearly four 
years ago, the SFAF board determined that 
SFAF should play a role in combating the 
global pandemic. Pangaea was formed with 
clear direction from the board that its work 
must not detract from our local work, but 
instead enhance it. This critical guiding 
principle remains intact today. 

Mr. Monette-Shaw has a long history of 
incorrectly portraying SFAF, as well as the S.F. 
Department of Public Health, the Ryan White 
CARE Council, and other AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations. Over the past three years, we have 
received countless requests for information 
from Mr. Monette-Shaw. Our responses have 
been mischaracterized by him routinely in e- 
mail blasts, letters, and other publications. 

Last week’s guest opinion piece contin¬ 
ues Mr. Monette-Shaw’s history of misrep¬ 
resentation. In particular, the following cor¬ 
rections are noteworthy: 

• SFAF never received a “windfall” of 
$380,000 from the city in November 2002 
or at any other time. Last year, the S.F. De¬ 
partment of Public Health proposed a cut 
to HIV peer and emotional support of 
$383,179 out of a total contract of $758,040. 
Fortunately, these cuts did not take place. 
The amount the city contract provided for 
these services remained essentially flat fund¬ 
ed with a modest cost of living increase of 
about $7,600 - there was no “windfall.” 

• The budget gap SFAF faced was not 
caused by Pangaea’s global work. Pangaea’s 
budget is separate from SFAF’s. In the sum¬ 
mer of 2001 (pre-9/11 and the economic 
downturn), SFAF provided Pangaea $1 mil¬ 


lion in one-time start-up funds. This year, 
in its second year of operation, Pangaea has 
secured resources that cover its own costs. 

• A grant SFAF receives on behalf of Pan¬ 
gaea from Pfizer pays for all of Pangaea’s 
work in Uganda - no resources are “divert¬ 
ed” from our local work for this purpose. In 
fact, Pfizer provides these resources up¬ 
front to support the Uganda project so that 
we never have to use local resources. 

• In the fiscal year that ended in June 
2002, Pangaea received $5.9 million in 
grants (not the $8.78 million erro¬ 
neously reported by Mr. Monette- 
Shaw). This amount included the 
start-up funds and Pfizer grants 
mentioned above, as well as grants 
from the AIDS Marathon to support 
projects in South Africa, 

Rwanda, and Uganda. 

• We have always been 
clear that the largest per¬ 
centage of the AIDS Marathon proceeds go 
to SFAF, with the balance going to Bay Area 
AIDS programs, and to global treatment 
and vaccine efforts. We have never tried to 
hide the fact that a portion of the AIDS 
Marathon proceeds funds global HIV pro¬ 
jects. On the contrary, we are proud of it. 

• The executive director’s salary (which 
is $162,804 as opposed to the $182,188 re¬ 
ported) is paid for by SFAF. The executive 
director does not receive a second salary 
from Pangaea, nor does anyone else. 

• The budget for our needle exchange 
program, SFAF HIV Prevention Project, was 
combined with SFAF this year due to a 
merger of these two organizations. This was 
not to hide budget changes, as alleged, but 
because our successful state advocacy legal¬ 
ized needle exchange, which made two or¬ 
ganizations unnecessary. 

• Contrary to Mr. Monette-Shaw’s accu¬ 
sations, there are no “missing assets” at the 
foundation. The decline in net assets over 
the past two years is a fact well documented 
in our annual audit. The largest cause of this 
decline was the funding hit SFAF took last 


year in making the ethical decision to disen¬ 
gage from the California AIDS Ride and cre¬ 
ate AIDS/LifeCycle. Sustaining SFAF’s oper¬ 
ations during that period caused a deficit in 
our operations that resulted in a planned 
and well documented decline in net assets. 

SFAF’s budget shortfall is a result of the 
bleak economy and its impact on fundrais¬ 
ing and government support. We are not 
unique in facing the challenges posed by 
these harsh economic times. Sadly, we are 
one of many AIDS service organizations 
challenged to respond to a growing epidem¬ 
ic in an era of scarce resources. 

It is untrue and irresponsible 
for Mr. Monette-Shaw to suggest 
that the difficult choices we have 
made are the result of anything 
other than the sharp eco¬ 
nomic downturn. For Mr. 
Monette-Shaw to accuse 
us in the name of “ac¬ 
countability” of trying to hide or siphon 
money away from our local work is ludi¬ 
crous. We have nothing to hide. Indeed, SFAF 
is one of the few AIDS organizations in the 
country that provides ready access to our 
audit and tax filing on our Web site. We place 
a high value on meaningful accountability. 

During these grave economic times, we 
are making difficult decisions on how to 
preserve essential services for those most in 
need. These decisions are never easy, yet we 
are proud of the continuing leadership and 
quality services that we provide. We remain 
committed to ending the pandemic and the 
human suffering caused by HIV and are 
grateful and heartened by the Bay Area’s 
support of the local and global fight against 
AIDS. This community continues to be a 
beacon of hope for the world. T

Pride director welcome 

I am responding to the article in last week’s paper 
by Joe Dignan regarding the “closed door” meeting 
between EVPA, MUMC, and Supervisor Bevan Dufty. 

Mr. Witherington’s comments are completely out 
of proportion not to mention factually inaccurate. 
The only thing that he has stated correctly is that there 
was a meeting between EVPA and MUMC regarding 
Halloween in the Castro and Supervisor Dufty did 
stop by.

I was the EVPA representative at that meeting. The 
agenda was to open a dialogue between neighborhood 
groups regarding a plan for Halloween this year.

EVPA’s position has 
been and will continue to be that Halloween will al¬ 
ways draw people to the Castro, but that last year’s vi¬ 
olence, including multiple stabbings was not accept¬ 
able. 

Since Halloween 2003 falls on a Friday night, it is 
likely that even more outsiders will flock to the neigh¬ 
borhood, which could compound the problem. EVPA 
wants to work toward a safe, fun event that does not 
leave the neighborhood looking like a disaster area the 
next day. What EVPA and others are opposed to, is the 
out of control, dangerous event that Halloween has 
become over the past few years. 

Rather than contacting EVPA or MUMC about the 
meeting and his desire to be a part of future plans, he 
chose to run to the media and engage in antics that 
have since stalled the discussions regarding Hal¬ 
loween. I hope that he is able to acknowledge that his 
statements and name calling were an overreaction and 
become a part of meaningful and respectful discus¬ 
sion regarding this event. EVPA would welcome his 
participation. 

Finally, EVPA is grateful for Supervisor Dufty’s 
leadership in making Halloween a city-sponsored 
event that will be enjoyable for visitors, neighborhood 

residents, and local merchants alike.

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What is the history 
of gay bookstores? 


by Liz Highleyman 


i^rom their earliest days, gay 
M bookstores served as commu¬ 
nity centers, and their mer¬ 
chandise provided many queer 
people with the first affirmations 
of their identity. Today, despite the 
challenges of economic change 
and an evolving queer move¬ 
ment, these stores remain 
important community in¬ 
stitutions. In the words of 
gay author Michael 
Thomas Ford, “There’s 
more to be found in a gay 
bookstore than just some¬ 
thing nice to read.” 

Oscar Wilde 
Memorial Bookshop 
in New York City’s 
Greenwich Village is the world’s 
oldest gay bookstore. Named for 
the late-19th century playwright 
imprisoned for sodomy, the store 
was opened in the fall of 1967 by 
Craig Rodwell, a former lover of 
Harvey Milk and a well-known 
community activist. Initially lo¬ 
cated on Mercer Street near New 
York University, it moved to a row 
house on Christopher Street in the 
West Village in 1973. The store - 
which proudly sported a window 
sticker proclaiming “Gay is Good” 
- served as a center of gay orga¬ 
nizing nearly two years before the 
Stonewall riots. The first of what 
would become annual Gay Pride 
marches commemorating 

Stonewall was planned at Oscar 
Wilde in 1970. 

The earliest gay bookstores 
were labors of love, and many of 
the first queer booksellers - like 
Rodwell - were community ac¬ 
tivists. In the early 1970s, Deacon 
Maccubbin began selling the Ad¬ 
vocate and a few gay books from 
Earthworks, his head shop and 
crafts store in Washington, D.C.’s 
Dupont Circle area. By 1974 he 


had enough money and inventory 
to open a bookstore, Lambda Ris¬ 
ing, across the hall in the same 
building. A hub of radical orga¬ 
nizing, over the years the building 
also housed the Gay Switchboard, 
the Yippies, the Black Panther de¬ 
fense committee, and the Gay 
Blade (later the Washington Blade ) 
newspaper. Maccubbin recalls, 
“We used to joke that the 
building was only held to¬ 
gether by all the wiretaps 
the FBI had placed there.” 
In Toronto, Jerald Mold- 
enhauer first sold queer 
publications from a back¬ 
pack at gay liberation meet¬ 
ings and later from 
his communal house 
(also an early home 
of Canada’s The Body 
Politic magazine). He opened the 
first Glad Day bookstore in the city 
in 1972 and a branch in Boston in 
1979. In the 1980s and 1990s, Glad 
Day - along with Little Sisters 
Book and Art Emporium in Van¬ 
couver - was repeatedly targeted 
for censorship by Canadian cus¬ 
toms officials. After several law¬ 
suits, the Supreme Court of Cana¬ 
da ruled in 2000 that customs had 
unfairly discriminated against gay- 
themed materials. 

The early world of gay book¬ 
stores was a small one. Ed Her- 
mance, who founded Giovanni’s 
Room in Philadelphia in 1973, re¬ 
calls that Rodwell helped him buy 
books and even drove them to his 
store. Later Hermance imported 
books from Europe for other gay 
bookstores, including A Different 
Light, started by Richard Labonte, 
Norman Laurila, and George Leigh 
in the Silver Lake district of Los 
Angeles in 1979. Labonte had met 
Laurila as a customer at Toronto’s 
Glad Day, where Laurila was a 
manager. The three men would 
later open branches of A Different 
Light in New York City, San Fran¬ 


cisco, and West Hollywood. 

Over the years gay bookstores 
played a key role in the explosion 
of queer publishing. When Oscar 
Wilde opened, the store stocked a 
mere two dozen titles. Lambda 
Rising started with an inventory 
of just 250 books, and A Different 
Light carried about 900 titles its 
first year. “Gay books were so hard 
to find that whenever somebody 
brought out another title, we were 
thrilled,” Labonte remembers. In 
1979 only about 150 new gay 
books were published. 

But as gay literature became 
more marketable, non-gay mer¬ 
chants began to stock queer 
books, and mainstream publishers 
began to sign more queer authors. 
During the “gay book boom” of 
the mid-1980s through mid- 
1990s, the number of titles pub¬ 
lished skyrocketed to 1,500 a year. 

Today, large bookstore chains 
present increasing competition to 
independent booksellers, and the 
Internet allows customers to pur¬ 
chase queer literature discreetly, 
regardless of where they live. Gone 
are the days when queer people in 
small towns had to stock up on gay 
books and magazines during occa¬ 
sional trips to the big city. Many 
gay bookstores have closed. It was 
reported last month that Oscar 
Wilde would close, however, the 
shop got a last-minute reprieve 
when Lambda Rising agreed to 
take over the store’s name, loca¬ 
tion, and operations. 

Yet gay bookstores are far from 
being relics of the past. Just to 
enter one is still a milestone for 
many gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people as they come 
out, and queer tourists still often 
make the local gay bookstore their 
first stop when visiting a new city. 
Lambda Rising (now with four 
branches), A Different Light in 
San Francisco and West Holly¬ 
wood, and Glad Day in Toronto 
are among a number of stores that 
remain successful. ▼

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President Bush: Time 
is running out for Iraq

ccording to recent polls, 

/, most Americans now agree 
that the Iraq regime of 
Saddam Hussein is clearly in vi¬ 
olation of the United Nations’ res¬ 
olutions to disarm; in fact, Hus¬ 
sein appears intent on expanding 
his array of weapons of mass de¬ 
struction. This much was proba¬ 
bly clear long before Secretary of 
State Colin Powell laid out the 
case for George Bush’s war 
against Iraq at the U.N. Security 
Council last week. But, fear not, 
the determined Bush and the trig¬ 
ger-happy Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld are headed 
to a military showdown 
with Iraq. 

Despite the fact that 
even U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan 
was publicly telling the 
White House this 
week not to go it 
alone, not to 
attack Hussein 
without the 
full approval of 
the U.N. Security Council, the 
time has almost certainly passed 
for Bush to change his mind. In¬ 
deed, even the most optimistic 
would now agree that nothing less 
than Hussein showing up at the 
Baghdad airport this weekend 
promising to immediately and 
forever go into exile would keep 
Bush, Rumsfeld, and company 
from going to war. For what, oil? 

Some claim that indeed it’s all 
about Bush gaining control of 
Iraq’s oil fields - like, if he can get 
the oil then consumer confidence 
will be restored and the economy 
would improve, putting Bush 
back in favor with the American 
voters just in time for the 2004 
election. Far-fetched, you say? 
Maybe, but I’m not too sure. 

Pro-U.S. leaders in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope and Britain say Powell more 
than made his case, while critics - 
some anti-war, and some just 
plain anti-American - dismissed 
Powell’s case as propaganda. 
Those in the middle like France 
and Russia said Powell presented 
reasons inspections should be 
beefed up, not halted. 

Powell and Bush have yet to 
convince much of the interna¬ 
tional community that it is too 
late for diplomacy and that time 
has run out for Hussein, but the 
secretary of state’s speech last 
week did seem to quell some skep¬ 
ticism among Bush critics in Con¬ 
gress who had voiced fears that he 
was rushing to war. 

“I no longer think inspections 
are going to work,” Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein (D-California) 
told reporters after hearing Pow¬ 
ell’s presentation. Feinstein said 
war could be avoided only if Hus¬ 
sein immediately reverses himself 
and actively complies with the 
U.N. demands that he disarm. 
Though Feinstein said she had re¬ 
mained unpersuaded about the 
need for a U.S.-led war after hear¬ 
ing Bush’s State of the Union ad¬ 
dress, her skepticism appeared to 
buckle under the weight of Pow¬ 
ell’s speech which was buttressed 
with satellite images, clandestine 
recordings of conversations 
among Iraqi officials, and other 
intelligence. 

“This was probably the most 
evidence-packed speech I’ve ever 
heard,” Feinstein said. 


Senator John F. Kerry (D- 

Massachusetts), a leading con¬ 
tender for his party’s 2004 presi¬ 
dential nomination, said, “If Sad¬ 
dam Hussein does not immedi¬ 
ately disarm, he will have chosen 
to make regime change the ulti¬ 
mate weapons enforcement 
mechanism.” 

Kerry and Feinstein were 
among those Democrats who 
backed the resolution Congress 
approved last October authorizing 
Bush to use military force against 
Iraq if diplomacy ultimately 
failed, but they had voiced some 
degree of skepticism recently 
about the Bush administration 
policy on Iraq. 

Even some congres¬ 
sional Democrats who 
outwardly oppose the 
war such as Senator 
Richard Durbin (D- 
Illinois), called the 
Powell presentation 
“compelling.” Senator 
Edward Kennedy (D- 
Massachu- 
setts), another 
critic of the 
Bush policy, 
credited Powell for a “strong case” 
but still called on Bush to explain 
strategy for a potential invasion of 
Iraq and its post-war governance, 
asking, too, for the administration 
to advise the public how many 
lives - civilian and military - 
could be at risk in the event of a 
war. 

Kennedy has been arguing for 
a new debate in Congress before 
any military action, but views 
such as his are getting overlooked 
by a bipartisan desire among 
many in Congress to close ranks 
with the president. 

Other Democrats vying for the 
presidential nomination like Rep¬ 
resentative Richard Gephardt 
(Missouri), and Senators Joseph 
Lieberman (Connecticut) and 
John Edwards (North Carolina) 
also issued statements of support. 
Is war against Iraq imminent? You 
can probably bet money on it, un¬ 
less Hussein heads for the airport 
with his family and top aides - 
fast. Many White House and Pen¬ 
tagon observers are predicting the 
first bombs will be dropped dur¬ 
ing early March.

The campaign of Deputy City 
Attorney Kamala Harris to be¬ 
come the next district attorney 
looks to be off to a good start as 
evidenced by the first campaign fi¬ 
nancial reporting. Harris, once an 
assistant D.A. and a very bright 
young woman, leads both the in¬ 
cumbent, Terence Hallinan and 
his two-time opponent, Bill 
Fazio, by better than double in 
early reports. The San Francisco 
Chronicles Phil Matter and 


Andy Ross reported Sunday that 
Harris has raised $100,560, ac¬ 
cording to campaign filings cover¬ 
ing July 1-December 31 2002. Hal¬ 
linan raised $42,847, while Fazio 
pulled in just $1,001. Apparently, 
those who truly want a new direc¬ 
tion in the top prosecutor’s office 
and who are looking to find a win¬ 
ner in that race are lining up be¬ 
hind Harris; among her early sup¬ 
porters are Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco) and re¬ 
spected, well-known attorneys like 
John Keker and Angela Brad- 
street. 

This just in: Don’t be surprised 
if gay former KOFY-TV (now WB 
20) owner Jim Gabbert tosses his 
hat into the ring for San Francisco 
mayor. Gabbert sold the station to 
Granite Broadcasting Corp. for 
$174 million in 1997. 

Meanwhile, one of my favorite 
U.S. senators, Bob Graham (D- 
Florida), recently underwent a 
successful heart operation at the 
Naval Medical Center in Bethesda, 
Maryland, and is expected to take 
a month before likely jumping 
into the 2004 presidential race. 

Even the Los Angeles Times fea¬ 
tured the recent dustup between 
Mayor Willie Brown and Super¬ 
visor Aaron Peskin (complete 
with photos of both) that took 
place in front of City Hall as the 
two had heated words. Peskin told 
cops that the enraged mayor, at 5 
feet 8, loomed so close that the 
brim of Brown’s trademark Bor- 
salino almost touched the 5 foot 5 
supe’s forehead. “I am not afraid 
of Willie Brown as a politician, but 
he’s a powerful man with lots of 
connections and he does have a 
share of his friends who are thugs” 
the supervisor told the Times. 
(“Thugs,” you say Aaron?) Peskin 
says he still has not received an 
apology from the mayor, and P.J. 
Johnston, Brown’s press secre¬ 
tary, made it clear that it wouldn’t 
be a good idea for Peskin to hold 
his breath waiting for one. Damn, 
you gotta love this town. 

Elton John, one of the most 
flamboyant dressers anywhere, in¬ 
sists that the indispensable acces¬ 
sory in today’s wardrobe is the 
condom. “Life is in fashion these 
days,” he says in an upcoming 
public-service announcement. 
“Protect yourself.” The singer’s 
Elton John AIDS Foundation is 
teaming up with the MAC AIDS 
Fund for a safe-sex campaign tar¬ 
geting youth. John, R&B diva 
Mary J. Blige, and Shirley Man- 
son of the rock band Garbage 
have taped several 30-second 
spots that begin airing next week 
on MTV and VH1, with BET to 
follow. MAC Cosmetics President 
John Demsey said that John, 
Blige, and Manson “are the perfect 
spokespeople for this PSA because 
their creative expression appeals 
to all race, all sexes, all ages.” 

And finally, we have to men¬ 
tion that a New York City jury 
awarded more than $11 million to 
a former hotel manager last week 
after concluding he was fired by 
real estate maven Leona “Queen 
of Mean” Helmsley because he’s 
gay. The jury found that Charles 
Bell endured a “hostile and abu¬ 
sive work environment” while 
running Helmsley’s Park Lane 
Hotel. Bell was awarded $10 mil¬ 
lion in punitive damages and 
$1.17 million in lost wages and 
other compensation, according to 
the New York Times.

IS or years, our community 
has been reclaiming antigay 
H slurs like “queer,” “fag,” and 
“dyke.” But because these words 
have a history as epithets, some of 
us continue to associate them with 
hate speech - regardless of who 
says them or in what context. This 
suggests to me that the proud re¬ 
claiming of derogatory words is 
really just a start and that much 
more work is needed before they 
will lose their power over us. 

“Why do you insist on using 
‘queer’?” some readers of my col¬ 
umn have complained when I’ve 
written it as convenient shorthand 
for the LGBT community. In a 
similar vein, gay writer Hal Camp¬ 
bell published an op-ed column 
last year in We the People, a Cali¬ 
fornia gay paper, in which he 
remembered being called 
“queer” for the first time in 
1965 during a police raid on 
a gay bar. Hearing the word 
used today “like a merit 
badge” by a new gay gener¬ 
ation, Campbell 
wrote, makes him 
“cringe and become 
saddened to 
the core.” In 

fact, he noted, ______________ 

his preference 

would be to “abolish [it] from 
public usage.” 

Likewise, the slang use of “nig¬ 
ger” by African Americans re¬ 
mains controversial and hasn’t 
taken the sting out of that word’s 
long legacy of hate. Author Ran- 
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dall Kennedy, a Harvard law pro¬ 
fessor, faced heavy criticism from 
fellow African Americans when he 
titled his 2002 book Nigger: The 
Strange Career of a Trouble¬ 
some Word. Kennedy’s crit¬ 
ics said it would be better 
to eradicate that word from 
the English language than to 
study it. 

Despite the old “sticks 
and stones” adage, lan¬ 
guage really does hurt, 
and not just emotionally; 

after all, ver¬ 
bal assaults 

_ often lead to 

physical at¬ 
tacks. Over the years, I’ve been 
verbally harassed so many times 
with “dyke” - and frightened of 
the potential violence of the men 
and boys who have said it - that 
I’m still wary of the word, no mat¬ 
ter how many lesbian groups in¬ 
corporate it into their names. 

But in the same way that sim¬ 
ply reclaiming words doesn’t 
drain their venom, getting rid of 
them completely or just not using 
them doesn’t erase the bigotry be¬ 
hind them. That’s because we’re 
not really talking about words per 
se, but stigma - and how do you 
erase that? 

Sometimes we can take the 
sting out of slurs, but it requires 
quick thinking. Here’s a favorite 
example: A friend of mine once 
defused what could have become a 
violent situation - a guy taunting 
her with the word “dyke” - by call¬ 
ing out “Don’t you sweet-talk me!” 
In Nigger, Kennedy tells the story 
of an African American doctor 
who made a joke out of a white 
patient objecting to having a “nig¬ 
ger doctor” touch him; amazingly, 
the white guy later apologized for 
his offensive behavior. 

Another tack might be to stop 
guarding our claim to these epi¬ 
thets and let supportive heterosex¬ 
uals use words like “queer” in ca¬ 
sual, non-threatening ways - 
much in the way that blacks some¬ 
times tolerate their white friends’ 
informal, affectionate use of “nig¬ 
ger.” Having a television show 
called Queer as Folk that is watched 


and loved by straight viewers may 
actually dilute the negative power 
of that word over time. We should 
realize, too, that occasionally 
words like “queer” are used inno¬ 
cently and not as “fighting words.” 
Recently, I was caught off guard 
when my sister described some¬ 
thing as “queer.” At first I felt my 
anger welling up, but I quickly re¬ 
alized she was using its dictionary 
definition of “odd” or “unusual.” 

Casual usage of these words, 
however, isn’t really enough to end 
stigma; politics has a big role to 
play. Without changes in laws and 
in the courts that uphold them, 
you get a conundrum like this 
one: In Texas, if you’re a straight 
man and someone calls you 
“queer,” you can go to court and 
sue your assailant for slander 
(Texas still has a sodomy law in 
place, so being gay implies crimi¬ 
nal behavior). But if you’re a gay 
man and someone calls you 
“queer,” you don’t have any legal 
recourse; your harasser is merely 
stating the truth, and the Bill of 
Rights protects his speech. 

Some courts, even in conserva¬ 
tive states, have begun to question 
the stigma of “queer.” A few years 
ago, an appeals court in North 
Carolina, for example, ruled in a 
gay slander suit that “the bare al¬ 
legation” of homosexuality should 
not automatically hold people up 
to “disgrace, ridicule, or con¬ 
tempt.” If the U.S. Supreme Court 
throws out Texas’ sodomy law, 
thus decriminalizing gay sexual 
behavior nationwide, antigay stig¬ 
ma could be further chipped away. 

In addition, we need straight 
allies who reject the supposed dis¬ 
grace of homosexuality - which 
lawsuits like Tom Cruise’s very 
public $10 million one serve to re¬ 
inforce. At a gay fundraising din¬ 
ner last year, straight columnist 
and novelist Anna Quindlen 
spoke about the angry mail she re¬ 
ceives when she publishes pro¬ 
gay-rights commentaries. 

Quindlen has a powerful message 
for these readers: “What you need 
to understand,” she tells them, “is 
that when you call me a dyke, I 
don’t consider it an insult.” ▼ 


Araujo suspect free on bail

A Fremont judge released 
Michael Magidson, one of 
the suspects in the Gwen 
Araujo murder, on $1.6 million 
bail on Monday, February 10. 

Magidson was released to the 
custody of the New Bridge Foun¬ 
dation, a Berkeley-based drug and 
alcohol rehabilitation program. 

Prosecutor Connie Campbell 
said that Magidson was the main 
aggressor in Araujo’s killing and 
that he had a sexual relationship 


with the 17-year-old transgender 
teenager. Araujo was biologically 
male but lived as a woman. 

Araujo was killed on October 4, 
2002. Campbell said that on that 
night, Magidson and three others 
decided to find out Araujo’s gen¬ 
der, and when they discovered she 
was biologically male, they beat 
her, strangled her to death, and 
drove her body to a remote camp¬ 
ground in the Sierra where they 
hastily buried it in a rocky grave. 

The preliminary hearing in the 
case is under way and is scheduled 
to resume on February 18. ▼

500 block of 19th Street, Feb¬ 
ruary 7, 1:28 p.m.: After a 
chase through several resi¬ 
dential back yards, police ar¬ 
rested a man wanted in 
connection with a series 
of recent burglaries in 
the Eureka Valley 
neighborhood.

“It was an uncomfortable posi¬ 
tion for me to be in, for me to be 
the Saturday night club in town,” 
said Bean. “It’s too much criticism 
and not enough reward. It cer¬ 
tainly is hard to please everybody.” 

Bean attributecftfie demise of 
his party to a number of factors, 
but mainly he said it was no 
longer financially feasible for him 
to continue with the weekly event. 
Since he did not own the building 
at 525 Harrison, the club’s liquor 
license was not under his name 
and he made no money from bar 
sales. 

Instead, he relied on a $20 
entry fee to cover the cost of 
throwing the party. Because many 
patrons of the club used passes for 
free entry, Bean said revenue col¬ 
lected at the door barely covered 
his expenses. 

“I was paying high rent on a fa¬ 
cility where I saw none of the bar 
revenue,” explained Bean. “With a 
weekly thing, we had to deal with 
the economics of putting some¬ 
thing together and being able to 
appeal to the demographic that 
wants to pay little or nothing to 
get into the door and still provide 
a quality show.” 

Bean’s desire to bring in a re¬ 
volving list of talented DJs from 
across the country also worked 
partly against the club’s success. 
Many clubgoers used to hearing 
the music of a resident DJ at Club 
Universe never adjusted to Palla¬ 
dium’s weekly change in sound 
from the DJ booth. 

“Quite frankly, I thought it was 
an amazing caliber of talent we 
brought in. Perhaps that is best 
saved for monthly and occasional 
events,” said Bean. “It went largely 
unappreciated.” 

Juan Garcia, an assistant to 
Bean who helps book talent for 
the various Gus Presents parties, 
said reaction to Palladium was 
mixed between those who loved it 
and those who hated it. Overall, he 


said the club was a success. 

“It was busy every week. Lots 
of tourists would come and when 
they went back home, they e- 
mailed us and said they had a fan¬ 
tastic experience,” said Garcia. “We 
also would get e-mails from peo¬ 
ple who would say they don’t like 
certain DJs. It’s hard to really say 
what is successful and isn’t when 
it comes to a Saturday night in the 
gayest city in the country.” 

After the lights come up one 
last Sunday morning at Palladium, 
Bean said he intends to return to 
what he does best - plan monthly 
parties. He is still hosting his Mass 
parties here and in Los Angeles, 
and is expanding the monthly 
events to Seattle and San Diego 
this year. And events in more cities 
are on the way. 

“Boys on both sides of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River can look forward to 
Mass parties coming into their 
town,” said Bean, who would not 
disclose which cities he was look¬ 
ing at. “Even if we do only one or 
two Mass parties in multiple cities, 
people just love it.” 

He is also relaunching his Me¬ 
tropolis parties on occasional Sat¬ 
urday nights at the club he owns 
on Barneveld and will continue to 
host his Sanctuary and Colossus 
parties. Bean is already cementing 
plans for the annual Gay and Les¬ 
bian Night at Great America, 
which will take place this year Fri¬ 
day, May 23. 

In addition, he is producing 
Sundance 2003, a yearly party he 
hosts in the Russian River area. 
And his property there, the Re¬ 
treat Resort and Spa, which has 
been on the market for five 
months, is now in escrow. Bean 
said selling the resort and ending 
Palladium will allow him to focus 
more on the special events as well 
as expand his monthly parties into 
new markets. 

“I think all in all, I am really ex¬ 
cited to be moving back into just 
more special event parties,” said 
Bean. “I have so much to be 
thankful for. I am glad we did. It 
was a wonderful experience.” T 



sirens and called 911 to report 
that the suspect had just entered 
their back yards as well.

A search of his clothing re¬ 
vealed three women’s watches, 
several pairs of earrings, eight 
necklaces, three bracelets, gold 
coins, a pocket watch, a cell 
phone, and several hypodermic 
needles. Inside his shopping bag 
were two CD players, a lap top 
computer, a Sony organizer, two 
diamond rings, and a 1994 Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan class ring. The 
stolen property was determined to 
have come from four different res¬ 
idences. 

The suspect is thought to be 
responsible for several residential 
burglaries in the Eureka Valley 
neighborhood over the past two 
months, according to police 
Sergeant Chuck Limbert of Mis¬ 
sion Station. 

“We’re still trying to determine 
how many break-ins he is respon¬ 
sible for,” said Limbert. “We won’t 
know for sure until all the evi¬ 
dence is analyzed but my guess is 
we can attribute most of the re¬ 
cent burglaries in the neighbor-

I f it’s February, it must be time 
for the International Bears 
Rendezvous, and the event

Officials with Bears of San 
Francisco, host of the gathering, 
noted that more than 600 bears 
from the Bay Area and abroad have 
registered; ultimately almost 1,000 
bears and admirers will converge 
for a weekend of fun, fur, and 
friendship.

Bear 2003, International Daddy 
Bear, International Grizzly Bear, 
and International Bear Cub. 

Mark Katzenberger, BOSF 
president, noted that the event, 
now in its ninth year, is the pre¬ 
eminent bear run in the country. 
It’s also a fundraiser that to date 
has raised more than $150,000 for 
various local charities. 

“We’re very excited about this 
year,” Katzenberger told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “For the first time 
we’re joining with other people to 
provide more options.” Two 
dances, including “Sweat” at the 
Palladium on Saturday and “Plan¬ 
et Big” at the Stud bar on Sunday, 
are scheduled, he said. 

Most of the major events, in¬ 
cluding Sunday’s contest, will take 
place at the Ramada Hotel on Mar¬ 
ket Street at Eighth Street. This 
year’s contest will be emceed by 
“Lurch” and stars the Whoa Nel¬ 
lies, an ultra-mod quintet special¬ 
izing in pop songs from the 1960s 
and 1970s.

More fun than a sit-in, or 
a be-in, on Valentine’s Day 
evening, San Francisco’s LGBT 
family organization, Our Family 
Coalition, is hosting a “kiss-in” as 
part of its “Valentine’s Night Out” 
for queer families. 

The point of the event, accord¬ 
ing to Charlie Spiegel, the coali¬ 
tion’s former executive director, is 
to promote domestic partner reg¬ 
istration and give encouragement 
and support to LGBT families. 

So, if the kiss works out, you 
can register for domestic partner¬ 
ship right there on the spot - 
Spiegel will be serving as a volun¬ 
teer notary. Last Valentine’s Day, 
the coalition registered 50 couples 
- at least some of whom had pre¬ 
sumably met before. 

OFC will also have a big wed¬ 


ding cake to cut, DJ dancing after¬ 
wards, and prizes, including a raf¬ 
fle for a free trip - organized by 
Olivia Cruises - for you and your 
LGBT family to a Club Med resort 
near Orlando’s Disney World in 
Kissimmee, Florida. 

According to Spiegel, the trip is 
the first family vacation package 
produced by the lesbian oriented 
travel group. 

Carole Migden will be there. 
She’s now the chairwoman of the 
state Board of Equalization, but 
during her career as an assembly¬ 
woman, she wrote the legislation 
that created California’s domestic 
partnership registry. Spiegel said 
he wants to recognize her for her 
leadership role. 

“If she kisses anybody, that will 
be a bonus,” said Spiegel. 

According to an aide, however, 
Migden’s partner of 15 years; at¬ 
torney Cris Arguedas, won’t be at 
the event. 

The entire affair is scheduled to 


run from 6:30-10 p.m. on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day, Friday, February 14 in 
the fourth floor Ceremonial Room 
of the LGBT Community Center, 
1800 Market Street at Octavia. 

The event itself is priced on a $6- 
$18 sliding scale. If you want to get 
hitched, the $25 cost includes the 
state registry fee, notary fee, a sou¬ 
venir picture, a rose, and free admis¬ 
sion to the kiss-in and the dance. 

Migden said that she is proud 
to have introduced California’s 
domestic partner’s laws. But she 
cautioned that while LGBT fami¬ 
lies have made big strides, espe¬ 
cially with Assemblywoman Jack¬ 
ie Goldberg’s (D-Los Angeles) in¬ 
troduction this legislative session 
of a bill to greatly expand domes¬ 
tic partnership rights in Califor¬ 
nia, “We are far from reaching our 
goals of full inclusion. We must 
remain vigilant,” she said.

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Mayoral hopefuls gear up campaigns

ow this year’s crop of may- 
I oral candidates are kicking 
off their formal campaigns 
gives some insight into their bases 
of support and how they intend to 
try and position themselves with 
voters between now and the No¬ 
vember election. 

Of the 22 people who have de¬ 
clared their intention to raise 
money for this November’s mayor’s 
race, four are emerging as front¬ 
runners. In alphabetical order they 
are Angela Alioto, Tom Ammiano, 
Susan Leal, and Gavin Newsom. 

Alioto’s dad Joe, was mayor of 
this city from 1968-1976, and her 


roots are in North Beach. She says 
that both her father and grand¬ 
mother were born on that same 
block in North Beach that con¬ 
tains the venerable San Francisco 
Italian Athletic Club. The club 
dates its history back to 1917, and 
that’s where Alioto’s going on 
Tuesday, February 18 at 5:30 p.m. 
for her campaign kick-off event. 

Alioto sat on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors from 1989 
through 1997, and served as pres¬ 
ident. She said she is most proud 
of her accomplishments in health 
care, medical marijuana, and get¬ 
ting smoking banned in San Fran¬ 
cisco restaurants.

Ammiano, the openly gay San 
Francisco supervisor and long a 
supporter of organized labor in 
this city, is having his event at the 
Plumber’s Union Hall, 1621 Mar¬ 
ket Street at Franklin, on Wednes¬ 
day, February 19, from 5:30-8 p.m. 

Ammiano’s event maybe at the 
union hall, but that doesn’t mean 
the union is supporting him. 

“We’re not supporting Tom, 
we’re just letting him use the hall 
for his kick-off,” said the plumber’s 
union’s Larry Mazzola Jr. 

Ammiano said, “It’s all fluid. I’ve 
been a good friend to the trades.” 

It was Ammiano who negotiat¬ 
ed the deals with labor that allowed 
the city to balance last year’s budget. 

Ammiano’s career on the 
board, including two stints as pres¬ 
ident, has included sponsoring San 
Francisco’s landmark equal bene¬ 
fits ordinance, creating the current 
structure of district supervisorial 
elections, and curbing construc¬ 
tion of live-work developments.

Leal, a Latina lesbian, is plan¬ 
ning what she called a “grass 
roots” campaign. She’s planning a 
series of small events at her 
precinct headquarters all over the 
city on March 8 and 9. 


“You get people who will walk a 
precinct for you, not someone who’s 
there to get a free lunch,” Leal said. 

She announced her candidacy 
on January 7 on the steps of City 
Hall and is planning a major gay 
community fundraiser on 
Wednesday, February 26, from 6-8 
p.m. at the home of Jeff Anderson 
and Jeff Soukup. 

Leal, who calls herself a “pro¬ 
gressive centrist,” is San Francisco’s 
treasurer. Last year, she was re¬ 
elected with 87 percent of the vote.

Newsom is having the big blow 
out event. He has booked San Fran¬ 
cisco’s football-field sized Bill Gra¬ 
ham Civic Auditorium for his kick¬ 
off on Saturday, March 8, at 11 a.m. 
On the reason for his choice of the 
7,000-seat venue, his campaign con¬ 
sultant Eric Jaye said, “We’ve had a 
series of events in other smaller 
places, but even at this early stage, 
we’ve outgrown all the facilities.” 

Newsom has the mayor’s en¬ 
dorsement, and is far in the lead 
in fundraising with more than 
$570,000 raised in only six weeks 
for a race with a voluntary spend¬ 
ing cap of $724,000, according to 
his campaign.

No sitting member of the Board 


of Supervisors has been elected 
mayor since George Christopher 
took office in 1956. Part of the rea¬ 
son, Leal supporter Tony Winnick- 
er speculated, is that it’s relatively 
easy to attack an incumbent supe. 
This week, for example, the San 
Francisco Chronicle reported on 
Newsom failing to disclose some 
$11 million in various loans. 

Instant runoff 

Newsom also faces a challenge 
from a recent revision to the city 
charter. Last March, voters passed 
a charter amendment that would 
require “instant runoff” voting for 
city races, or, as acting elections 
chief John Arntz prefers to call it, 
“ranked choice voting.” 

With the new system voters 
would rank their choices for an of¬ 
fice: 1-2-3. If no candidate got 
more than 50 percent of the vote in 
the first counting, the candidate 
with the least number of votes 
would be eliminated and the sec¬ 
ond choice candidates on their bal¬ 
lots would be counted, and so on 
until someone got over 50 percent. 

The system makes it possible for 
a candidate like Leal or Alioto, who 
might not make a majority in the 
first count, to end up as mayor by 
being everybody’s second choice. 

But, Arntz said, despite the 
mandate of the voters to have in¬ 
stant runoff voting, and despite 
what he called his “absolute com¬ 
mitment” to get the system up and 
running, “There’s no software sys¬ 
tem to do it on,” he said. 

No other city in the U.S. has an 
identical provision, and, he said, 
“there’s no money stipulated in 
the charter amendment.” 

So Arntz will have to go to the 
Board of Supervisors for the 
money to implement the system. 
Then he’ll have to get someone to 
develop it. Then get the secretary 
of state to approve it. Then get it 
implemented. All by November. ▼

Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA.” 

Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under tne care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA.. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. It you have these common 
side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child's doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck (“buffalo hump”), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
• right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 

Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect ot other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking 
St. John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced with another medicine when taken 
with SUSTIVA**: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed when taken with 
SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Methadone 

These are not all the medicines that may cause problems if you take SUSTIVA. 
Be sure to tell your doctor about all medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient 
information leaflets.

ditors examined whether the 
agency had obtained approval 
from the local review panel for all 
educational material used in fed¬ 
erally-supported prevention pro¬ 
grams, as required by the CDC. 

Auditors from the Office of the 
Inspector General for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices performed their fieldwork 
between March and August 2002. 
They did not attend any of the 
workshops or events sponsored by 
Stop AIDS, but instead relied on 
documentation prepared and 
maintained by the local review 
panel overseen by the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Health. 

Although the auditors found 
that Stop AIDS failed to receive 
approval from the review panel 
for one series of four workshops, 
they concluded that the agency 
“had substantially complied with 
CDC’s guidance in terms of sub¬ 
mitting its AIDS-related educa¬ 
tional material” to the city’s health 
department for review and ap¬ 
proval. 

The review also looked at 
whether the agency had estab¬ 
lished an adequate reporting sys¬ 
tem to support salaries and wages 
being charged to the federal gov¬ 
ernment for reimbursement. As of 
July 2002, the agency implement¬ 
ed a tracking system to comply 
with the auditor’s requests. 

“The investigation found we 
were doing our job well and we 
are in full compliance with feder¬ 
al and local laws,” said Weide. 

What the report also clearly 
demonstrates, maintains Weide, is 
how conservative congressional 
members are intent on attacking 
agencies that do not adhere to the 
Bush administration’s abstinence- 
only and faith-based initiatives. 

“The investigation was about a 
small group of conservative con¬ 
gressmen with an abstinence-only, 
antigay agenda trying to defund 
effective HIV prevention for gay 
men by questioning whether our 
workshops encourage sexual ac¬ 
tivity,” said Weide. “Conservative 
congressmen in D.C. clearly think 
if they can tear down a well-estab¬ 
lished San Francisco gay HIV or¬ 
ganization it will terrify AIDS or¬ 
ganizations across the country 
from talking about sex in fear of 
losing their funding.” 

The audit of the agency 
stemmed from a report, issued in 
October 2001 by Inspector Gener¬ 


al Janet Rehnquist, which raised 
concerns that Stop AIDS was not 
in full compliance with CDC 
guidelines. In her report, Rehn¬ 
quist stated some of Stop AIDS’ 
materials appear “to directly pro¬ 
mote sexual activity, which is not 
consistent with CDC’s basic prin¬ 
ciples” and that “one might view 
the materials as ‘encouraging], 
directly,... sexual activity’ and as 
‘obscene.’” 

Stop AIDS refuted those find¬ 
ings at the time, arguing federal 
rules allow local communities to 
determine what is appropriate. 
This week, Weide said charges 
about obscene materials are 
meant to pressure agencies into 
self-censoring themselves. 

“This is about them using scare 
tactics to keep us from talking 
openly about sex when we talk 
about HIV,” she said. “What 
someone finds shocking in Indi¬ 
ana or Florida can be perfectly ap¬ 
propriate for men in San Francis¬ 
co. That is how the federal law 
works. That is why we have a local 
review board. That is why it is out¬ 
rageous that these few men in 
D.C. think that it is their right to 
determine what is appropriate for 
us here in San Francisco.” 

Prompted by congressman 

Rehnquist’s review of the ma¬ 
terials had been prompted by a 
letter from Congressman Mark E. 
Souder, who raised questions 
about several Stop AIDS work¬ 
shops held in August 2001. Soud¬ 
er, a Republican from Indiana, 
chairs the Government Reform 
Subcommittee on Criminal Jus¬ 
tice, Drug Policy and Human Re¬ 
sources. 

In response to the latest report, 
Souder’s subcommittee issued a 
statement saying the audit does 
not cover all of its questions con¬ 
cerning Stop AIDS’ programs. In 
its statement the committee 
makes note that the investigators 
did not render an opinion on the 
efficacy of Stop AIDS’ programs 
and did not audit costs for “al¬ 
lowability, allocability, or reason¬ 
ableness” either. 

The subcommittee contends it 
“welcomes SAP’s efforts to com¬ 
ply with federal regulations, but 
our primary concern remains the 
lack of efficacy and effectiveness of 
the Stop AIDS Project’s programs. 
As of yet no data has been pre¬ 
sented to the IG or the CDC by 
the Stop AIDS Project to demon¬ 
strate that the Stop AIDS Project’s 
federally funded programs have 
been effective in reducing risk be- 
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haviors or HIV and STD infection 
rates.” . 

Weide countered that numer¬ 
ous studies have proven HIV pre¬ 
vention efforts to be effective. A re¬ 
cent Emory University study found 
that U.S. prevention programs may 
have kept as many as 1.5 million 
Americans HIV-negative. 

“We know prevention works 
and that spending money on pre¬ 
vention saves money and re¬ 
sources later on,” said Weide. 

Despite the favorable findings 
in the latest report, Weide said the 
agency is well aware it will likely 
continue to be attacked for the 
work that it does. 

“While we don’t seek contro¬ 
versy, we recognize that at this 
time, when abstinence advocates 
have the support of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, it is groups like ours 
who do comprehensive sex educa¬ 
tion that are likely to be subject to 
further scrutiny,” she said. “As long 
as the Bush administration con¬ 
tinues to denigrate sound public 
health in favor of abstinence-only 
politics, we are prepared.” 

The agency did receive praise 
from an unlikely source this week. 
Roland Foster, a Republican con¬ 
gressional staffer who has been 
critical of Stop AIDS in the past, 
complimented the agency on its 
recent HIV prevention campaign. 

“I have generally found the 
‘HIV Is No Picnic’ campaign to be 
very well done. We are very inter¬ 
ested in examining the impact of 
the campaign and whether or not 
it is effective,” Foster told the 
B.A.R. in an e-mail. “It certainly 
represents a departure from the 
questionable Stop AIDS Project 
programs held in the past - like 
zoo trips and flirting classes - that 
largely wasted federal funds with¬ 
out any proof of effectiveness.” ▼

Coan, 22, and Zebadyha Lee, 30, 
although the two could still face 
misdemeanor charges. Protesters 
Matthew Goldstein and Matthew 
Luton, who had faced charges for 
battery and resisting arrest, will 
not face any charges, said Halli- 
nan’s office. 

While Newsom’s camp - which 
insisted on entering through the 
front door of the building - claim 
that protesters “rushed” and “in¬ 
timidated” the supervisor and his 
wife, Kimberly Guilfoyle-New- 
som, Gay Shame members called 
the police response “queer bash¬ 
ing,” and have denounced what 
they say amounted to police beat¬ 
ing LGBT community members 
while community center staff 
stood by and watched. 

At Monday’s press conference, 
Gay Shame members called for all 
charges to be dropped against the 
demonstrators, and challenged 
the LGBT center to clarify its po¬ 
sition on demonstrations that are 
held at the building. Demonstra¬ 
tors also wanted to know who 
called the police, and whether 
Newsom was given special protec¬ 
tion due to his political connec¬ 
tions, including the fact that his 
wife is an assistant district attor¬ 
ney, although she is currently on 
leave from her position to help 
with her husband’s campaign. 

According to Brian Cheu, exec¬ 
utive director of the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, the center called 
the police to inform them that 
there was going to be a demon¬ 
stration. 

“We only have one safety guard 
on duty, and because we didn’t 
know the size of the crowd, or

what to expect, I believe we decid¬ 
ed to inform the police,” Cheu 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Eric Jaye, a spokesman for 
Newsom’s mayoral campaign, told 
the B.A.R. that Newsom and his 
guests received a call from police 
informing them that officers 
would be at the center in anticipa¬ 
tion of the protest. 

Cheu said that the center wel¬ 
comes peaceful demonstrations 
that “do not intimidate or harm 
any of the visitors, damage the 
building, or attempt to disrupt an 
event.” Cheu also acknowledged, 
however, that the mere presence of 
protesters could be intimidating 
to some visitors. 

Cheu also disputed the claim 
that center staff “stood by and 
watched” the scuffle, pointing out 
that at least one staff member was 
injured. The center does not con¬ 
done police brutality, said Cheu, but 
according to the center’s statement, 
police were provoked by protesters 
who tried to enter the building. 

“While most protesters were 
peaceful, some visitors entering 
through the back door were hit or 
pushed by protesters and some stu¬ 
dents and community members 
have reported that they were too in¬ 
timidated to enter the building to 
attend the multiple groups, forums, 
classes, and workshops happening 
in the building that evening,” said 
the center’s statement. “When 
Gavin Newsom entered the build¬ 
ing many of the protesters attempt¬ 
ed to follow him inside. At this 
point, the police formed a line out¬ 
side of the building not allowing 
the protesters to enter.” 

As the situation escalated, said 
the center statement, “several pro¬ 
testers advanced onto the building 
and attempted to pry open the 
doors and cross the police line. At 
this point the police, under their 
own authority, advanced into the 
crowd with batons out, striking 
protesters.” 

Gay Shame members said that 
most protesters did not even ex¬ 
pect to see Newsom, nor did they 
notice his arrival as he was escort¬ 
ed into the building by a group of 
police officers. 

When protesters attempted to 
enter “what is supposed to be their 
center,” to discuss their concerns, 
said a statement from Gay Shame, 
police became violent. 

“Ironically, Newsom and his 
spokespeople are trying to spin the 
events as a physical attack on him 


and his wife, despite the fact that 
the SFPD was solely responsible 
for the escalation of the situation,” 
said the Gay Shame statement. 

“Protests do make people un¬ 
comfortable, but in this situation I 
think you have to look at who has 
the power,” said a Gay Shame 
member who identified himself as 
Mary Treadwell. “There was only 
one group with night clubs swing¬ 
ing to smash and hit and do the 
things that they did. And in that 
context, while I certainly don’t 
want people to be intimidated ... 
Newsom knew perfectly well that 
our event was taking place and he 
made the decision he would come 
through the front door ... and I 
think he made that decision for 
very specific reasons.” 

The center, said Cheu, agreed 
to a Gay Shame request to inform 
the district attorney’s office that it 
did not wish to press charges. 

Before the announcement that 
the two protesters would not face 
felony charges, Jaye said that the 
pending felonies were “with the 
D.A. ... and we should let that 
process take its course.” 

Jaye also said the real issue is 
why a group of LGBT people 
would protest a person who was 
there to raise money for their 
community. 

“It’s worth pointing out that 
the supervisor was invited to at¬ 
tend the fundraiser by the center 
for the community,” said Jaye. “It 
was not a political event, and not a 
controversial event. It was a 
fundraiser for the center and why 
the protesters take issue with that 
is still a question” 

But Gay Shame members be¬ 
lieve that painting LGBT people as 
one population ignores the race, 
class, and gender differences that 
continue to alienate some queers 
from the center, despite what 
many have called Cheu’s success¬ 
ful outreach efforts when he took 
over what was perceived by some 
to be an institution created by an 
elitist process. 

Both the center and Newsom 
have gone on record that the con¬ 
flict has not soured relations with 
political protesters or the broader 
LGBT community. 

“The supervisor supports the 
mission of the center,” said Jaye. 
“If invited, he would return to 
raise funds.” 

The event on February 6, said

ongtime AIDS activist and 
playwright Larry Kramer 
has announced that the 
provost of Yale University has 
given permission to the Larry 
Kramer Initiative for Lesbian and 
Gay Studies at Yale for the estab¬ 
lishment of a fellowship to honor 
Sarah Pettit. 

Ms. Pettit, a co-founder of Out 
magazine in 1992 and later a se¬ 
nior arts and entertainment editor 
at Newsweek magazine, died Janu¬ 
ary 22 in a New York hospital of 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma. She 
was 36. 

Jonathan Katz, director of the 
Larry Kramer Initiative at Yale, 
confirmed the establishment of 
the fund last week. Kramer got the 
fellowship started with a $25,000 
donation, Katz said, adding that 
the fellowship has the full support 
of Ms. Pettit’s family. 

According to an e-mail from 
Kramer, the fellowship will be a 
national competitive grant to en¬ 
able a leading lesbian studies 
scholar to come to Yale for a year 
in concert with the Kramer initia¬ 
tive. The scholar will have full ac¬ 
cess to all the academic riches of 
the institution, including Yale’s li¬ 
braries and lesbian and gay special 
collections. It is expected that the

recipient of the fellowship will 
strive to disseminate his/her re¬ 
search widely in the form of a 
book, exhibition, or other influ¬ 
ential public format. 

“Sarah was much admired and 
much loved by many people for 
many years,” Kramer said in his e- 
mail. “I found myself wanting 
very much to create something in 
Sarah’s memory that would both 
please and honor her. 

“She lived with us, albeit all too 
briefly, during these past horren¬ 
dous years of the decimation of 
our gay population. She shared 
with us her energy and her ideas 


and her convictions, and all of 
these helped all of us to get from 
day to day and from there to here 
with a little more fiber and spine 
and backbone,” Kramer added. 

Ms. Pettit attended Yale, where 
she received a bachelor of arts de¬ 
gree in 1988. She moved to New 
York in 1989 and became an edi¬ 
tor of OutWeek. In 1992 she 
joined Michael Goff in creating 
Out. According to her obituary in 
the New York Times, she became 
editor in 1997 but was dismissed 
at the end of the year on the basis 
that the magazine wanted to 
change focus. She sued, alleging 
sex discrimination and breach of 
contract. The case was settled out 
of court. 

Kramer said that for the fel¬ 
lowship to be self-perpetuating, a 
total of $200,000 must be raised.

“Someone who is a 200 average 
bowls with people in the 140 aver¬ 
age. Because we handicap differ¬ 
ences it makes it possible for 
everybody to win.” 

Lane brain 

Since the 1999 shuttering of 
the popular Japantown Bowl, 
hundreds of people from all com¬ 
munities were forced to find other 
outlets after the Japanese owners 
of the building closed it, and 
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planned to convert the building to 
accommodate Internet servers in 
anticipation of the now-collapsed 
Internet boom. 

That plan, despite being 
protested by leaders in the gay, se¬ 
nior and youth communities, 
went through, after then-San 
Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Michael Yaki 
and others, while 
offering lip service at public 
forums, did little to prevent 
the closure. 

“There was some difficul¬ 
ty after Japantown,” 
said Vrana of the loss'. 
“We always took the 
entire upper floor. It 
strengthened the 
sense of community. 
But we’ve found other places to 
bowl.” 

With 76 teams currently com¬ 
peting in the gay league, despite 
moving to outlying lanes at the 
Presidio, Daly City, and Pacifica, 
Vrana has noticed, “a big increase” 
in players. 

Don George not only compet¬ 
ed in Sydney, but also trekked a bit 
north to New Zealand for the In¬ 
ternational Gay Bowling Organi¬ 
zation tournament. 

“Team SF won at least 14 
medals. George placed fourth in 
singles, fifth in doubles, and sixth 
in team. Team SF bowlers won the 
majority of the medals in Sydney. 
We have a very dedicated group of 
bowlers who are very serious 
about our sport and our competi¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Oklahoma! 

Leslie Quintana is one of the 
organizers of this weekend’s big 
bowling tournament. 

He expects more than 300 
bowlers will compete, arriving 
from Southern California, Ore¬ 
gon, Michigan, New York, Wash¬ 
ington, and even Canada. 

“This is the Western region’s 
biggest event,” he said. They’re 
well prepared, despite the dearth 
of city facilities. 

“The only bowling centers in 
San Francisco are at the Presidio 
and Moscone Center, which has

only 10 lanes. For 300 bowlers, it’s 
obviously not big enough,” said 
Quintana. 

Quintana’s been bowling since 
he was 18, but didn’t join a gay 
league until 1993. He had so much 
fun, he went to that year’s IGBO 
tournament in Oklahoma. 

Different cities host each an¬ 
nual event. The next IGBO tour¬ 
nament will be in Phoenix, Ari¬ 
zona, May 24-27. 

But this week’s focus is the 
Daly City tournament, with 35 
hotel rooms booked for visitors. 

Quintana mentioned that 
there’s a gay bowling event almost 
every night of the week. 

“Mondays is the Tavern Guild, 
and the Montreal 2006 league. 
Wednesday community leagues 
see 20 teams play. Sunday is the 
rainbow league at the Presidio, 
and the women’s league. We also 
have Thursday afternoon leagues, 
and Thursday night at Seabowl. 
It’s a very competitive league.” 
Quintana bowls on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday. 

The history of the IGBO is rich 
and diverse, reflecting the organi¬ 
zation’s ideals of unity, fellowship, 
and communication. From its 
original six member cities in 1980, 
to over 200 member leagues and 
tournaments worldwide, IGBO 
has grown into the largest inter¬ 
national gay and lesbian sports or¬ 
ganization in existence today. 

Gay and lesbian leagues 
emerged in the United States in 
the 1970s as a social outlet for 
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men and women who wished to 
meet in a non-bar atmosphere. 

IGBO was created out of a de¬ 
sire to unify all gay leagues, and 
open lines of communications be¬ 
tween them, as well as promote 
the sport through league and 
tournament participation. 

Over the past 20 years, the or¬ 
ganization has dealt with topical 
issues such as increasing partici¬ 
pation by women, memorializing 
members who have succumbed to 
AIDS, raising funds for charitable 
organizations, and the ongoing 
pursuit of increasing membership 
worldwide. 

Like to score 

Although he “had a ball,” in 
singles, doubles, and teams com¬ 
petition when he went all the way 
to semifinals, like many others, 
Doug Litwin didn’t find out until 
very late in the week whether he’d 
made it to the semifinals. 

With more than 800 bowlers 
from around the world eagerly 
seeking results, all competitors 
were referred to a phone line and 
a Web site that was not updated 
regularly. 

Litwin put it bluntly. “It was a 
big mess.” 

The problems of crowded 
competitions that went on into 
the night were common at Gay 
Games V, but Litwin recalled that 
finding results wasn’t a problem in 
Amsterdam. 

In Sydney, he was able to find 
out some results through word of 
mouth, instead of through the 
“late and inaccurate information” 
given out by organizers. 

A further cause of some con¬ 
troversy was the change in the for¬ 
mat. Usually, Games bowling 
events are held in a “scratch” tour¬ 
nament style, but Sydney sports 
organizers chose to make it a 
handicap tournament. While not 
an unfamiliar format, it left some 
wondering why the decision was 
made. 

Despite these problems, the 
events were well attended, and will 
no doubt continue to grow in 
popularity. Litwin’s team (Litwin, 
Duane Flohra, Jim Hahn, and 
Nelson Luesse), the cleverly 
named “Strictly Ball Room,” won 
a silver medal. 

Flohra and Luesse also won a 
bronze medal in bowling doubles. 
Litwin and Hahn won a silver 
medal in bowling doubles. Flohra 
also won a medal in bowling sin¬ 
gles.

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Gay Games blame game rolls on

he board members of the 
now-bankrupt Sydney 2002 
are blaming you for their 
multimillion dollar debt. 

Yep, if you didn’t buy a bucket 
of farewell party tickets, it’s your 
fault that Games VI overspent by 
more than $2 million Australian 
dollars. 

That’s what the Sydney Star 
Observer reports in a recent issue. 
“The gay and lesbian community 
did not support us,” is the gist of 
their cover for massive overspend¬ 
ing and inept budgeting. 

The reasons were listed in a re¬ 
port from administrators RSM Bird 
Cameron Partners at a second 
meeting held in January to discuss 
recovering debts. The Star Observer 
also attended as a creditor. Among 
the many contractors owed money

woman Barbara Lee (D-Oakland). 
Joan Baez, the Coup, and the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus will 
be among the entertainers.

pear this week as an ad in the 
queer press. “The Bush adminis¬ 
tration’s preemptive war drive 
against Iraq will greatly increase 
dangers of terrorism to this coun¬ 
try,” it reads.

Protesters 
will assemble at 5 p.m. at Market 
and Powell streets on the day the 
war begins. The next business day, 
people are encouraged to skip 
work or school and gather at Mar¬

M erce Cunningham has been surfing ahead of the avant-garde for 50 years now 

without even coming close to the shore. What is it about his work that keeps j

Leonardo is set to visit San Francisco 

And we mean da Vinci, not di Caprio; arrives with 'Splendor of Poland'

ast week when we motored 
'V out to the Palace of the Le¬ 
gion of Honor for the Fine 
Arts Museums of San Francisco 
press lunch, it was a sunny San 
Franciscan day, bright and clear; 
you could see the Golden Gate 
Bridge and Mt. Tam; but the Na¬ 
tion’s Terror Alert had suddenly 
gone to Orange. We asked around 
the lunchtable, and everyone had 
heard about the alert. So why did¬ 
n’t we feel more Orange? 

“Terrorism insurance and se¬ 
curity costs have quadrupled the 
cost of transporting valuable art,” 
said Fine Arts Museums Director 
Harry S. Parker. “There are 
grave implications for the future 
of special exhibitions.” We got the 
impression he was speaking for 
the future of all art museums, not 
just FAM-SF. 

We were given updates on the 
progress of the new Herzog & De 
Meuron-designed de Young Muse¬ 
um, the $200 million construction 
project now going on in what Park¬ 
er called the “ultimate sandbox,” 
Golden Gate Park. We should start 
to see the glint of its copper-clad 
panels by the sunless summertime. 

But the most exciting news at 
the FAM-SF press feed was the im¬ 
minent arrival of the first Leonar-

do da Vinci painting ever to be 
shown in San Francisco. The gay 
master’s painting “Lady with an Er¬ 
mine” is the centerpiece of Leonar¬ 
do da Vinci and the Splendor of 
Poland, a show of European mas¬ 
ter paintings drawn from Poland’s 
national collections, opening 
March 8 at the Legion. The Lady 
with the rodent, a portrait of one 
Cecilia Gallerani, c. 1490, is one 
of only 12 Leonardo paintings in 
existence, and it foreshadows his 
Mona Lisa of 1503-06. Rare and 
priceless art indeed.

Joan Baez and Reno ap¬ 
peared at the Castro The¬ 
atre last Friday night to 
speak out to an all-ages 
crowd. 

Film critic B. Ruby 
Rich, introducing the 
screening of Reno: Rebel 
Without a Pause (which 
begins a run at the 
Roxie Feb. 26), pro¬ 
claimed, “Reno’s 

performance will _ 

show those de¬ 
mented men in Washington that 
we are not all behind them!” 

Reno said the 9/11 nightmare 
began just as “I was working on a 
piece about the other Fundamen¬ 
talist terrorists that we live with, 
the Christian ones.” 

After intermission, Reno came 
out in a long, purple wig and 
flowery skirt, looking like a drag 
queen version of Mary (of Peter, 
Paul and) doing a Joan Baez song. 
Thankfully, then the real Baez ap¬ 
peared onstage to take over and 
do the song properly. 

Baez was in Hanoi during the 
Nixon/Kissinger carpet-bomb¬ 
ing of that city. She played record¬ 
ings she made of the bombing, she 


played songs by Steve Earle. 
“People don’t take risks anymore, 
politically and culturally,” she ob¬ 
served from stage. “The last time 
people took risks was the Civil 
Rights Era and Vietnam. Courage 
is contagious, just as violence is 
contagious.” An ardent nonvio¬ 
lence activist, she noted that noth¬ 
ing has failed more to effect pro¬ 
gressive change “than organized 
violence.” Kudos to Baez, and to 
Reno and producer Marc 
Huestis for organizing the 
evening. And thanks to our ster¬ 
ling spies for sussing out the 
scene.

Robert Moses 7 Kin dances James Baldwin

uriny thing, perception. We 
go to the same place twice, 
and it doesn’t look the same. 
Maybe it’s the light. At any rate, 
your reporter’s latest visit to the 
San Francisco Dance Center, on 
7th St. near Market, was a fresh 
experience. The elevator man 
opened the door and deposited us 
on the third floor. Sitting on the 
floor, waiting to be let into Re¬ 
hearsal Room # 3, was Robert 
Moses’ company. The African- 
American dancer-choreographer, 
in an oversized navy-blue T with 
same color pants, a black cap, and 
white sneakers, says a few words to 
his group. And then, as the door 
opens, he offers that it’s going to 
be a “nuts and bolts” rehearsal. 

His corps, dressed in comfy 
street clothes, enter the room. 
They’re playful with each other 
yet focused, clearly ready for seri¬ 
ous work. On the room’s left side, 
Moses gives directions to two 
pairs of men of similar heights 
and builds: two tall, two shorter. 
Then he gets up and demonstrates 
his wishes with the dancers. On 
the right side, the women — some 
Asian, some Caucasian, all petite 
— follow rehearsal director Gian- 
na Davy’s precise directions, per¬ 
forming solo, partnering, check¬ 
ing their moves in the mirror 
which runs across the length of 
the wall. 

A few mornings later, we catch 
Moses at Quetzal on Polk Street. 
He’s parked by the window, carrot 
cake before him, calm yet eager to 
talk. We decide to focus on one of 
the new pieces he’ll unveil for his 
group’s ninth anniversary season. 
This 20-minute dance piece, A Bi¬ 
ography of Baldwin, centers on the 
outspoken gay African-American 
writer James Baldwin (1924-1987). 

Moses says he discovered Bald¬ 
win’s work while a student at Cal 
State University, Long Beach. “I 
found him to be speaking with a 
voice I hadn’t heard before. I think 
Baldwin’s attitude should always 
be considered important, because 
he was challenging himself to 
challenge others. This is the land 
of the free, and the home of the 
brave, but is it really?” The writer 
was also very explicit about who 
he was and what he was about — 
and Moses says, “If you can’t deal 
with my truth, you really have a 
problem.” 

Leading lights 

The soundscape for Moses’ 
piece will be sections of a 95- 
minute interview from 1961 with 
Baldwin, and with other African- 
American luminaries like 
Langston Hughes (also gay) and 
playwright Lorraine Hansberry (A

Raisin in the Sun). This oral ele¬ 
ment was also a big part of the 
dancemaker’s Word of Mouth 
(2002), which used projected 
poems as well as voices on tape, 
with Jose Maria Farncos’ lighting 
design heightening the whole ef¬ 
fect. Word of Mouth will be revived 
in the company’s Cowell season. 

Using words is a perfectly nat¬ 
ural choice for Moses’ new piece. 
After all, it’s about a writer, and 
not using words would seem to 
cheat him quite literally of his 
voice, with its provocative point of 
view on race and culture. “So 
much of Baldwin’s work is about 
dialogue with other American 
writers,” the choreographer says. 
And the simple vernacular steps 
he devised for the older work will 
likely resurface here. 

“You want to be explicit, but 
not obvious,” Moses says. “You 
read intent in human body from 
body to body, and then energy, 
space, and rhythm set up a lan¬ 
guage, and force context. I want to 
put forward the relationship on¬ 
stage in the simplest, cleanest way. 
I’m also attracted to one idea that 
could be told in 20 different ways 


in a 20-minute piece like A Biog¬ 
raphy of Baldwin. You go to the 
theatre for pleasure. But I also 
think it’s important to live up to 
your ideals as best you can.” 

This is probably one of the rea¬ 
sons which led Moses to choose 
Baldwin as his subject. Baldwin 
didn’t fit in, and rankled at that 
fact. But he also had the courage 
to'be his own man, and dealt with 
his gayness in an assertive way, 
long before this kind of conduct 
became fashionable. In a time 
where dissent is discouraged and 
affirmative action may be disman¬ 
tled, these just might be truths we 
need to hear again. And Moses’ 
artistic context should do them 
proud. ▼

She invaded San Francisco! 
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Swinging with Keith Kuhl 


' Contact' dancer is on a career high

or Contact dancer Keith 
Kuhl, dancing has been a 
contact high. A dozen years 
ago, when Kuhl was barely a teen 
growing up in Albuquerque, he 
was deep into drugs. 

“Pot and acid and coke and ec¬ 
stasy,” he said. “My parents were 
lost in their own dysfunctional 
world, and didn’t have a clue I was 
on drugs.” 

But watching performers like 
Madonna, Janet Jackson, and 
Paula Abdul with their kinetic 
steps and eye-catching backup 
dancers rekindled an interest in 
dance that had been buried by 
drugs. “At 15,1 started to dance 
again,” Kuhl said, “and through 
the years, that got me out of 
drugs.” 

That, and the help of a gay 
guardian angel, a floral designer 
who gave Kuhl a part-time job 
and “who saved my life by show¬ 
ing me you could be gay and nor¬ 
mal,” Kuhl said. “That inspired 
me to go for my dreams.” 

Kuhl has been happily touring 
in Contact for the past two years, 
and that tour has returned to San 
Francisco, where it was launched 
in 2001. He plays different char¬ 
acters in each of the musical’s 
three stories, told mostly through 
Susan Stroman’s choreography, 
from an amorous French noble¬ 
man in the first scene to a stooped 


old waiter at an Italian restaurant 
in the second to a hot-to-trot reg¬ 
ular at a trendy swing-dance club 
in the third. 

When Contact first played the 
Curran two years ago, Chronicle 
critic Rob Hurwitt described 
Kuhl’s performance as “lupine.” “I 
had never heard that description, 
but we actually looked it up after 
the review,” the dancer said. “It 
means wolf-like or animal-like. 
It’s a nice compliment. I guess I’m 
doing my job pretty well.” 

For Kuhl, who soon turns 27, 
Contact is his first foray into mu¬ 
sical theater. The Los Angeles- 
based dancer’s credits include TV, 
movies, commercials, music 
videos, and tours with recording 
stars including Ricky Martin — 
“the most humble, open, wonder¬ 
ful person that I’ve pretty much 
ever met,” Kuhl said. 

The types of credits he has 
achieved are exactly what he was 
going for when he left Albu¬ 
querque at age 18 to pursue his 
dream. “I was raised that of 
course I would go to college, but 
my father died late in my last year 
in high school,” Kuhl said. “He 
was a very successful college-edu¬ 
cated man with lots of money, 
and his life was miserable. That 
made me question if college is ac¬ 
tually the right thing for every¬ 
body.” 

Against the advice of friends 
and family, Kuhl skipped college 
and, by age 19, was in Los Ange¬ 


les, trying to launch a career while 
making money, once again, work¬ 
ing for a floral designer. “I regret 
not going to college just for the 
education,” he said, “but I know I 
would not be where I am at all if I 
went to college. I love where I am, 
and my life is exactly what 1 
dreamed it to be.” 

But, he acknowledged, sustain¬ 
ing those dreams will require 
some fine-tuning as he approach¬ 
es 30. “I plan to be in Los Angeles 
for a few more years, and then 
move to New York, because in LA, 
it’s all about youth. I’m 26, and 
I’m already getting old for LA. But 
in New York, the industry is a lot 
older, so I can dance longer in 
New York.” 

The Contact tour comes to an 
end on April 27, when Kuhl heads 
home to see what LA still holds 
for him. But for Kuhl, who audi¬ 
tioned for Contact on a lark, the 
experience has been exceptional. 

“First of all, having a steady 
job is wonderful, and I don’t have 
to always be stressed about when 
I’m going to work next,” said 
Kuhl. “But the best thing has been 
the show itself. Unlike dancing 
behind a recording artist, the au¬ 
dience is there to see you. We tell 
the story. We are the show.” ▼

'Imaginary Friends' on Broadway

lthough he now has a rub- 
, berized face just made for 
i clowning, something like 
an older version of Andy Dick, it’s 
not hard to imagine David Henry 
Sterry as a desirable teen whore 
servicing older women. This is the 
tale of Chicken: A 1-Ho Show, an 
autobiographical monologue that 
is part stand-up, part beat poetry, 
and part sexual horror story. 

Sterry first chronicled his brief 
career as a Los Angeles gigolo in 
Chicken: Self-Portrait of a Young 
Man for Rent, a memoir published 
last year by HarperCollins. The 
solo show is an abridged version 
of the book, and it benefits from 
Sterry’s sharp impersonations of 
the curious characters he encoun¬ 
tered, and by his own incredulous 
reactions to situations in which he 
continually found himself. 

It’s a fascinating 90 minutes, but 
one that carries the baggage of rape- 
inspired homophobia. Flashbacks 
of his brutal violation return when¬ 
ever Sterry is confronted with ho¬ 
mosexual desires from his clients. 
While he is able to endure, and get it 
up for, the creepiest of heterosexual 
encounters, he nearly kills an old 
queen with a harmless kink. 

What helps give the story a dis¬ 
tinctive edge is the dichotomy be¬ 
tween Sterry’s life in the sordid 
fast lane and his alternate world as 
a middle-class kid at a Catholic 
college, where he is dating a sweet 
girl who actually wears pennies in 
her penny loafers. 

Sterry has lifted some of his 
thicker metaphors from his book 
— empty cans become “the head-

oon to close on Broadway is 
Nora Ephron’s first theater 
piece, Imaginary Friends. 
Writer Ephron, much admired for 
her books ( Heartburn ) and 
screenplays ( When Harry Met 
Sally), took a disastrous step here 
by attempting to create a 
drama/comedy out of a fairly 
non-existent relationship between 
two other writers, Lillian Heilman 
and Mary McCarthy. 

The concept is as thin as skim 
milk. Once, on a 1980 Dick Cavett 
show, the aged novelist McCarthy 
called playwright Heilman a liar: 
“Every word she writes is a lie, in¬ 
cluding ‘and’ and ‘the.’” Solely 
based on this outrageous televised 
statement, Ephron has fashioned 
a play that circles around one 
quote and squeezes it dry. We see a 
clip from the Cavett show (clever¬ 
ly edited so that the real McCarthy 
is replaced by actress Cherry 
Jones) not once but twice. We ob¬ 
serve McCarthy editing herself; 
she first considers saying not 
“the,” but “but,” opting for the for¬ 
mer because “but” could be mis¬ 
interpreted. 

Dramatizing the life of a writer 
is not easy, and Ephron fails 
painfully. Lacking her own devices 
to create dramatic tension, she 
stoops to projecting a clip from 
the film Julia, in which Jane Fonda 
as Heilman throws a typewriter

through a window. 

The actresses appear to be hav¬ 
ing a good time in spite of the 
skimpy material. Statuesque Jones 
and the always watchable Swoosie 
Kurtz, as Heilman, make the most 
of their verbal cat-fights. They 
also get to ham it up in Baby Jane 
Hudson toddler garb. The second 
act is far worse than the first, with 
the Minneapolis childhood of 
McCarthy becoming entangled in 
some inexplicable way with the 
New Orleans childhood of Hell- 
man. 

A big thumbs-down to Marvin 
Hamlisch, who appears to have 
been called in at the last minute

when the producers discovered 
there wasn’t enough material to 
constitute a two-act stage play, so 
some songs were stuck in (lyrics 
by Craig Carnelia). Both actresses, 
and the supporting cast, can carry 
a tune, but the songs have nothing 
to do with the action, and fre¬ 
quently stop the limping plot dead 
in its tracks. 

Distinguished literary figures 
like Heilman ( The Childrens 
Hour ) and McCarthy ( The Group ) 
deserve better than this farce. So, 
too, do actors of the stature of 
Cherry Jones, who glowed as the 
original Catherine in Lincoln 
Center’s The Heiress. Hollywood, 
get me re-write! ▼

Trojans in your pocket 

Sir Colin Davis and 'LSO Live' on CD

amela Rosenberg’s an¬ 
nouncement that Berlioz’s 
Les Troyens, with which San 
Francisco Opera has a distin¬ 
guished if odd history, was again 
in the Opera’s sights was hearten¬ 
ing. Her subsequent words about 
the budget don’t bode well for the 
project. Les Troyens is probably the 
second greatest challenge an opera 
company can undertake, after The 
Ring. Somehow, it all bestows new 
importance on one of the bigger 
opera CDs of 2002 (a light-year in 
opera recordings overall), Sir 
Colin Davis’ live, second recording 
of the work. 

The flagship of the London 
Symphony Orchestra’s LSO Live 
series (similar to the SF Sympho¬ 
ny’s own-made recordings), it 
won near-unanimous raves from 
the imperious British press — and 
took its sweet time making its way 
to Bangkok. Davis’ first, Philips 
recording of the work was the 
highlight of my graduate-school 
years, and the prospect of an 
older, wiser Davis, leading my per¬ 
sonal favorite of London’s five or¬ 
chestras with a promising cast, 
made it all the more tantalizing. 

Sorry to say, the most this four- 
CD set is likely to do is take up the 
slack. It’s a serious, conscientious, 
well-executed account of a great, 
troublesome score, and it’s not 
without its moments of magic 
and nobility. It’s merely a second 


Aeneas, Christa Ludwig as Dido, 
and Shirley Verrett as Cassandra.

both her high-kicking “Stop Time 
Rag” and her swoony “Bethena” 
concert waltz (with Damian 
Smith), Diana was the star of 
“Elite Syncopations.” Smith, with 
his rugged masculinity, has long 
been an ideal partner for the vul¬ 
nerable Diana. I keep waiting for 


someone to make a serious piece 
for them, but they were certainly 
entertaining in “Syncopations.” 
His pencil mustache and “Aha, me 
proud beauty” sneer were price¬ 
less. 

Once again, Gonzalo Garcia 
justified Tomasson’s faith in the 
young Spaniard. He moved up in 
“Dances at a Gathering” from the 
casual flirt in brick (Hansuke Ya¬ 
mamoto this time) to the pensive 
boy in brown, just as Tan pro¬ 
gressed from mauve (the light¬ 
hearted romantic) to pink (the se¬ 
rious girl who dances with the boy 
in purple). Just by moving the 
dancers around, Tomasson signals 
that he is helping everybody grow, 
and planning how to make bou¬ 
quets from their various talents. 

Other good dancing on display 
in “Syncopations,” which was re¬ 
ceiving its SFB premiere on Pro¬ 
gram II, came from Vanessa Za- 
horian (in a blond fright-wig), 
who danced with insouciant 
Stephen Legate, and tall, leggy 
Muriel Maffre, who towered over 
diminutive James Sofranko in one 
of those joke pairings (she must 
be well over six feet on pointe) 
that constitutes ballet humor. 

Both “Dances at a Gathering” 
and “Elite Syncopations” are 
piano ballets, with Daniel Waite 
once again providing the rhyth¬ 
mic Chopin for Robbins’ work. 
Pianist Michael McGraw and a 
small, costumed band were on¬ 
stage for the MacMillan, pumping 
out rags by Scott Joplin, Joseph 
Lamb, Max Morath and others. If 
only this 1974 piece had less-dated 
costumes. True, you can see the 
bodies move through Ian Spurl- 
ing’s brightly painted tights, but 
the 1970s decorator colors and the 
disfiguring hats deserve to be 
86ed. ▼ 


runner to Davis’ first set, grateful¬ 
ly still in print, and a deflating 
commentary on the state of 
singing today. 

There are few weak links in a 
cast of amazingly uniform quali¬ 
ty, and not a single singer who can 
match his or her counterpart on 
the 30-plus-year-old Philips set. 
Startlingly, for a work of this scale 
and unmanageability, it hasn’t 


wanted for great recordings since 
the legendary Covent Garden pro¬ 
duction on which Davis’ studio 
recording, with a slightly different 
cast, was based. The best of them, 
however, are broadcast tapes. For 
me, the finest come from three 
decades of Met broadcasts (and 
telecasts), beginning in 1974 
under the inspired leadership of

let’s 70th Anniversary season, and 
Tomasson is looking like a blink¬ 
ing genius. He’s got dancers on 
maternity leave (Tina LeBlanc), 
dancers nursing sore body parts 
(Joan Boada), dancers nearing the 
final curtain (Yuri Possokhov, 
Kristin Long) and major depar¬ 
tures from last season (Joanna 
Berman, Lacarra, Cyril Pierre), all 
making the company somewhat 
thin and precarious. Injuries 
could wreak havoc. 

Yet there has been no loss of 
star power. Lacarra and Berman 
gone? Lorena Feijoo and Yuan 
Yuan Tan have more than stepped 
up to the plate — both have 
whacked it out with the bases full. 
Tan’s opening Gala “Grand Pas 
Classique,” her title role in Tomas¬ 
son’s “Chi-Lin” (I didn’t see it this 
year, but was reliably told she’s 
better than ever), and her as¬ 
sumption of the girl in pink in 


Jerome Robbins’ “Dances at a 
Gathering” underscore her versa¬ 
tility and adaptation to different 
styles without any diminution of 
wattage. 

Syncopated hottie 

Feijoo is equally Promethian, 
steaming up Val Caniparoli’s 
tango at the Gala, being strictly 
Balanchine in “Ballo della Regina” 
(incidentally, the music for that 
ballet is from Verdi’s French opera 
Don Carlos, not his Italian Don 
Carlo, which has no ballet music), 
the flirtatious girl in green in 
“Dances at a Gathering,” and a 
hoochie-coochie hottie in Ken¬ 
neth MacMillan’s “Elite Syncopa¬ 
tions.” Plus, how many of us are 
counting the days until her Kitri 
in the Tomasson-Possokhov Don 
Quixote next month? 

Not that these two glittering 
ballerinas are carrying the entire 
load. Long, who has always been 
reliable but somewhat faceless, has 
suddenly developed a mature 
smolder that made Tomasson’s 
“Chaconne” much deeper than 
previously suspected. Julie Diana 
is probably miscast as Giselle, but 
she drifted elegantly as Robbins’ 
girl in mauve, while her lead in 
MacMillan’s confection showed 
that this “wafting smoke” Roman¬ 
tic dancer can can-can with the 
best. 

Diana manages to be perky 
and spunky without drowning us 
in that all-American cheerleader 
shallowness that defeated Loscav- 
io’s attempts at high drama. In

New version of Donizetti's classic tale

Donizetti: Lucie de Lammermoor 
Dessay, Alagna, Tezier, Orchestre 
& Choeur de I'Opera National de 
Lyon, Evelino Pido 
(Virgin Classics) 

ith few new complete 
opera recordings ap¬ 
pearing these days, the 
release of a new version of 
Donizetti’s classic tale of love and 
madness is cause for. excitement. 
That Virgin captures for the first 
time Donizetti’s 1839 French re¬ 
vision of Lucia (now Lucie), first 
premiered in Italian four years 
earlier in Naples, arouses even 
greater interest. 

Donizetti made many changes 
to his score before the French pre¬ 
miere. Not only are the roles of 
the chaplain Raimondo short¬ 
ened, and that of Lucia’s maid 
Alisa cut entirely, but other char¬ 
acters and scenes are revised. 
Most striking are the omissions of 
Lucia’s Act I cavatina “Regnava 
nel silenzio,” her Act II scene with 
Raimondo, and several orchestral 
episodes; some of Lucia’s (Lucie’s) 
coloratura is also simplified. This 
may not sound like a big deal, but 
when opera queens expect neck¬ 
laces of diamonds and instead re¬ 
ceive strands of pearls, disap¬ 
pointment is the order of the day. 

The cast, headed by French 
coloratura soprano Natalie 
Dessay and EMI’s operatic tenor 



of the decade, Roberto Alagna, 
promises more than it delivers. 
Dessay has canceled many perfor¬ 
mances in the last 12 months, 
with ill health and vocal problems 
variously cited as the reason. 
Recorded in January 2002, she 
certainly sounds in good vocal es¬ 
tate. But compared to some of 
our most lauded Lucias of the last 
half-century, Dessay comes up 
last. It’s not that Dessay’s voice 
isn’t beautiful and her top solidly 
in place; rather, her emotional 
commitment, as well as her 
phrasing, seem generalized, not 
inspired. 

One has only to listen to 
recordings by any of Dessay’s “ri¬ 
vals” to discover what is missing 
from her interpretation. Beverly 
Sills’ Lucia (Rudel cond.), recent¬ 
ly remastered on Westminster, re¬ 
mains the most imaginative of the 
lot. Wonderful throughout, Sills’ 
brilliant use of rubato, shading, 
iridescent tone, and coloratura 
display truly suggest a descent 
into madness. She may possess 
neither the glorious, shining E- 


flat of Joan Sutherland (Bonynge 
cond.) nor her ravishing trill, but 
Sills’ response to Donizetti’s score 
is so alive that no one In their 
right mind will complain. Callas, 
heard in her famed 1955 live per¬ 
formance conducted by von 
Karajan, astounds with a combi¬ 
nation of vocal instability, feath¬ 
er-light runs, deeply felt pathos, 
and steely, solid high E-flats. 

Each of these women is sup¬ 
ported by a conductor more 
imaginative than Evelino Pido, 
who frequently makes Donizetti’s 
tunes sound more oom-pah-pah 
than need be. (When a melody is 
pedestrian, Bonynge knows how 
to breeze through it with excite¬ 
ment.) Tenor co-star Roberto 
Alagna certainly has the notes and 
commitment, but his throatiness 
and occasional gruffness show 
sorry evidence of singing too 
many heavy roles. Alongside 
Callas’ thrilling di Stefano, 
Sutherland’s gloriously-voiced 
Pavarotti (in her second record¬ 
ing), and Sills’ accomplished 
Bergonzi, Alagna delivers a per¬ 
formance more dutiful than 
memorable. 

When Sills, Sutherland and 
Callas are heard in ensemble, 
specifically in the famed Sextet, 
the vocal superiority of their co- 
stars and conductor, combined 
with the greater satisfaction af¬ 
forded by Donizetti’s Italian ver¬ 
sion, will instill greater fondness 
for older recordings of Donizetti’s 
masterpiece. ▼

t was the best of TV and the 
| worst of TV The shuttle dis- 
11 aster, the Michael Jackson 
shock-you-mentary, the President 
and Secretary of State flogging the 
nation into war with Iraq: What 
we saw on the networks set our 
mouths agape and our minds reel¬ 
ing. There were some of TV’s 
finest moments, and also much of 
what makes TV the smarmiest ve¬ 
hicle of our society. 


Doing what they do best, the 
networks rallied around yet an¬ 
other national tragedy as the Co¬ 
lumbia shuttle disintegrated miles 
above the Earth. Nonstop report¬ 
ing on the day of the disaster fol¬ 
lowed by more in-depth coverage 
reminded viewers of the courage 
it takes to be a pioneer. The media,- 
and TV in particular, have played 
fast and loose with the term 
“hero” in recent years; not every 
person who dies is a hero. People 
die before their time every day; it’s 
what they did in their lives that 
signals their heroism. It takes guts 
to get in a sophisticated tin-can 
and fly into space, knowing that 
you might not come back, or 
might not even get off the launch- 
pad. It’s a risk in the name of 
progress; those who take that risk 
are pioneers. Being a pioneer is al¬ 
ways heroic work. 

Veteran ABC reporter Jim 
Wooten did a very moving tribute 
to the seven astronauts on Night- 
line at week’s end. We saw them as 
they lived — serious, funny, reli¬ 
gious, joyous, determined. They 
seemed a deeply committed 
group, and Wooten, who has 
reported from some of 
the grimmest places 
on Earth, brought 
them to life for us, 
making us realize that 
their sacrifice was 
truly our loss. These 
were people trying to 
change the 

world in a quiet 
way. Wooten’s 
report and 

much of the reportage surround¬ 
ing the tragedy showed the net¬ 
works at their very best. 

Jackson whacking 

ABC did the best reporting on 
the Columbia, particularly with its 
follow-up programming on 
Nightline. Unfortunately, that will 
do little to mitigate the damage 
they did to their media karma in 
airing the invidious “documen¬ 
tary” on Michael Jackson with 
British reporter Martin Bashir. 
That someone of Barbara Walters’ 
journalistic stature would give her 
imprimatur to such smarm with 
her introduction and narratives of 
the piece just adds to the offense. 
The piece de resistance was the icky 
earnestness of the interviewing of 
the interviewer: Chris Wallace 
(like Walters, a real journalist 
scouring in the muck with this 
one) doing a post-Freudian post¬ 
op with Bashir. 

The Jackson documentary gar¬ 
nered massive ratings, and an 
equal amount of criticism and 
kudos. It aired on Grenada TV 
(the closest thing the UK has to an 
ordinary network) two days be¬ 
fore it aired on a special edition of 
Prime Time, so the hype was high 
prior to the ABC airing. 

Certainly it was must-see TV. 
In statements released after the 
program aired, Jackson said 
through his attorneys (he wanted, 
not surprisingly, to sue) that he 
had never felt so betrayed. Not, 
perhaps, since his father last beat 
the holy hell out of him for miss¬ 
ing a dance step when he was six. 

If you were not among the 30 
million viewers to see the Jackson 
interview, the low lights you 
missed were the incredibly empty 
and isolated life the superstar 
leads, and his obsession with chil¬ 
dren. 

Much has been made of Jack¬ 
son’s alleged pedophilia. Having 
watched every sleazy minute of 
the interview and wrap-up, we 
would say this: Jackson is the most 
obvious case of arrested develop¬ 


ment we’ve witnessed since the 
last time we saw Woody Allen or 
John MacEnroe in public. His 
adoration of children seems an 
offshoot of a childhood in which 
he was both brutalized 
and kept from life’s 
ordinary pleasures, all 
to further the career 
of his meglomaniacal 
father. 

His whole life re¬ 
volves around plea¬ 
sures only chil¬ 
dren truly ap¬ 
preciate. The 
Neverland 
ranch is like a mini-Disneyland, 
only more lovely and without the 
long lines. Jackson has dedicated 
himself and his vast fortune to 
making children, his own and 
others, happy in ways he never 
was. 

Does that make him a pe¬ 
dophile? Perhaps in the purest 
sense of the term; but, in watching 
Jackson, the lack of sexual spark is 
obvious. When he talks of having 
children in his bed, it sounds 
more like the detailing of a prepu- 
bescent sleepover than a sexual 
event. 

Damaged goods 

Watching Jackson spend end¬ 
less empty hours devoid of any 
true companionship was deeply 
saddening. His finest hours 
seemed to be spent rewarding 
(mostly female) fans with auto¬ 
graphs and hugs. Seeing Bashir 
flog him mercilessly about his re¬ 
lationships with children and his 
facial reconstruction made us 
squirm. Could it be more obvious 
how damaged a human being 
Jackson is? How deeply scarred, 
emotionally and physically, he is? 
Watching Bashir harangue him 
seemed tantamount to watching 
someone pull wings off flies. 

Does it really matter whether 
Jackson has had two plastic surg¬ 
eries, as he alleges, or 200? Hasn’t 
body modification become a part 
of modern life? Is it an obvious re¬ 
flection of inner misery? Ab¬ 
solutely. But it’s Jackson’s inner 
turmoil, not ours. He has to live 
with that face, just as he has to live 
with his memory of the merciless 
taunting by his father and siblings 
over his looks as an acne-ridden, 
wide-nosed adolescent. Jackson is 
reconstructing himself, and offer¬ 
ing kids who have miserable lives 
some access to joy. 

It’s not all good. Jackson does¬ 
n’t handle his own children par¬ 
ticularly well. The scene of him 
feeding his youngest son was dis¬ 
turbing, as was the infamous bal¬ 
cony scene in Berlin (which Bashir 


witnessed, but did nothing to 
stop). These are things to be 
watched, but the whole world is 
watching, particularly after this 
interview. Jackson now seems the 
least likely person on the planet to 
avoid scrutiny of his relationships 
with his or anyone else’s children. 

That Bashir loathes Jackson is 
obvious. He was unmoved by the 
singer at any point in the inter¬ 
view, which was a culmination of 
eight months spent with the su¬ 
perstar. Almost no mention of 
Jackson’s immense contributions 
to music.history was made. 

In her interview with Larry 
King last week, Elizabeth Taylor 
was asked about her relationship 
with Jackson. She stood up for 
him, and explained that their 
deeply troubling childhoods were 
what bonded them together. 

Taylor will no doubt get some 
heat for some of her responses to 
King, particularly related to AIDS. 
She corrected King when he re¬ 
ferred to Herb Ritts’ recent death 
“from AIDS.” “Pneumonia,” as¬ 
serted Taylor, who was close 
friends. Ritts had kept his diagno¬ 
sis secret; is it Taylor’s responsibil¬ 
ity to out him or protect him? Will 
this question ever be resolvable? 

Taylor does have most of her 
facts straight on AIDS, unlike, say, 
CBS. On the its highly acclaimed 
drama The Guardian this week, 
viewers witnessed a gay man 
dressed as a woman (referred to as 
a transvestite throughout, not 
transgendered) trying to gain cus¬ 
tody of his dead lover’s son. The 
lover died of AIDS, though this 
might be conjecture on our part, 
as the word AIDS was never men¬ 
tioned in the show, nor was the 
word gay. The lover was referred 
to as having been “sick,” and the 
surviving partner said s/he had 
never been tested because s/he was 
afraid. Then s/he turned up at the 
custody hearing in men’s clothes, 
and pleaded for custody of the 
boy. But the boy chose to live with 
his uncle, who had a treehouse. 
The End. Just in case you thought 
in 2003 there was some under¬ 
standing of queer life in America, 
TV is there to let you know you 
are mistaken. 

Let’s not forget that the con¬ 
troversy over Jackson is about ho¬ 
mophobia as much as about 
celebrity. Jackson is perceived as 
queer, even though he is perhaps 
the most asexual person in Amer¬ 
ica. These are dark days in our 
land. War is looming, and misper¬ 
ceptions of who is who are ram¬ 
pant. TV, for good or ill, continues 
to be the best litmus of where we 
stand in the world. Which should 
make us all very, very afraid. ▼ 
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Beware of that tra-la-la

Jenny, meantime, has fled to 
Dora’s, explaining that she killed 
Brignon while defending herself 
from his repellent sexual ad¬ 
vances. She realizes she has left her 
fur wrap behind at his house. 
Dora tells her to take the train to 
her grandmother’s and say that’s 
where she’s been all night. Dora 
goes to Brignon’s, recovers the fur, 
wipes off Jenny’s fingerprints, and 
returns to her flat. She has just ar¬ 
rived when Maurice knocks on 
her door, explaining that he found 
Brignon’s body and that Jenny had 
been unfaithful to him. Dora 
calms his jealousy, telling him to 
call Jenny at her grandmother’s. 
He finds her there, and accepts her 


'Southern Comfort' 
premieres at the Red Vic

t the end of Southern Com¬ 
fort, playing the Red Vic 
Movie House February 13- 
19, we hear the words, “Nature de¬ 
lights in diversity. Why don’t 
human beings?” By this time, we 
already know the heartbreaking 
answer. At first, Robert Eads seems 
like a slightly updated version of a 
character out of James Dickey’s 
Deliverance. Driving his pickup 
through the backwoods of Geor¬ 
gia, Eads puffs on a pipe while 
joking about getting a recent invi¬ 
tation to join the local version of 
the Klan. “I imagine there would 
be quite a scene in that room if I 
walked into a meeting and dis¬ 
closed who I really am.” 

Who Robert Eads really is in¬ 
fuses virtually all the scenes of 
videomaker Kate Davis’ terrifical¬ 
ly moving and nicely restrained 
portrait of a new kind of family, 
headed up by a very new kind of 
man. As we meet him, Eads, a 52- 
year-old female-to-male transsex¬ 
ual, is dying from the last vestiges 
of the gender identity he’s resisted 
since trading a childhood doll for 
a bow-and-arrow set. He’s suffer¬ 
ing from terminal ovarian cancer, 
the result of a botched operation. 
Eads, who would seem right at 
home as a good old boy arguing 
his right to bear arms in Michael 
Moore’s Bowling for Columbine, 
reflects on the irony of his fate 
while cleaning his rifle. “It’s kind 
of a cruel joke, that the last, only 
part of me that was really female 
is killing me.” 

Eads, a very loving and re¬ 
markably good-humored man, 
loves his male-to-female partner, 


Lola Cola, his female-to-male 
sons, his two biological sons — 
Eads notes that the only time he 
felt at all gay was when he was the 
pregnant, male-identified wife of 
a biological man — and his three- 
year-old grandson, who he says is 
the only person on Earth who sees 
him as he is now, rather than who 
he was. 

If Southern Comfort were fic¬ 
tion, we would be tempted to 
credit the costume designer for 
the uncanny resemblance between 
Eads and his new tranny family, 
who, except for Lola, all bear the 
wispy beards and backwoodsy 
dress and manners last seen in Ma 
and Pa Kettle movies. 

Davis manages to dramatize 
the battles transgendered people 
face, especially with the medical 
profession. Several doctors refused 
Eads treatment on the grounds 
that it might upset their other pa¬ 
tients. Eads’ tranny son Max com¬ 
plains bitterly that doctors per¬ 
forming reconstructive surgery 
deliberately avoid making new 
body parts look and feel like, the 
real thing. 

The film gets its title not from 
the drink, but from the annual 
meeting of transgendered South¬ 
erners that in the end becomes 
Robert Eads’ reason for living. 
Davis tactfully captures painful 
splits within the transgendered 
community. A female-to-male 
delegate, feeling shut out of the 
inner councils at Southern Com¬ 
fort, complains to the camera, “It 
really hurts when the only people 
in the world who should know 
you, don’t fully understand.” T

ike any good murder mys¬ 
tery, Henri-Georges 
Clouzot’s 1947 Quai des Or¬ 
fevres has a crackerjack plot, 
strong characters, rich atmos¬ 
phere, and a few surprises. This 
film is less well-known than his 
Diabolique and Wages of Fear, but, 
in a crisply restored print with 


new subtitles, it merits a large au¬ 
dience during its February 14-20 
run at the Castro Theatre. 

The voluptuous Suzy Delair 
(then Clouzot’s mistress) is Jenny 
Lamour, a music-hall entertainer 
hoping to star in films. Her rendi¬ 
tion of the suggestive “Avec Son 
Tra-La-La” thrills audiences and 
tempts men. She’s a happily mar¬ 
ried flirt, and faithful to the jeal¬ 
ous Maurice (Bernard Blier).

explanation for not having an¬ 
swered his earlier call. 

Enter Detective Lieutenant An¬ 
toine (Louis Jouvet). His method¬ 
ical approach and insight into 
human nature slowly make him 
suspect Maurice. He cracks his 
alibi and seems not to believe him 
when he denies killing Brignon. 
Soon, Jenny and Dora must also 
face his relentless determination 
to solve the murder. The investi¬ 
gation also reveals much about 
Antoine, who eventually discovers 
the surprising truth about 
Brignon’s killer. 

Dark-haired music-hall star 
Delair is splendid as the sensual 
Jenny. Her love for Maurice is 
convincing, as is her naivete in 
thinking she could avoid 
Brignon’s casting couch. Renant is 
quite moving as the lonely Dora, 
one of the screen’s first lipstick les¬ 
bians. Blier is fine as Maurice, a 
man tormented by the knowledge 
that he, so ordinary, is loved by the 


exceptional Jenny. His insecurity 
nearly destroys their lives. 

The legendary Jouvet, hailed as 
France’s greatest stage and screen 
actor of the era, is riveting as An¬ 
toine. His life seems bereft of 
emotion, except for his love for his 
black African son, whom he 
brought back with him after serv¬ 
ing in the Foreign Legion. The 
cheerfully carnal Jenny symbolizes 
Antoine’s own unfulfilled desire. 
As he says to Dora, “We’re alike. 
When it comes to women, we’ll 
never have a chance.” It’s a re¬ 
markable moment, filled with 
compassion for her and a rueful 
lack of self-pity. 

Clouzot’s direction is swift but 
not rushed. He superbly captures 
the seedy backstage music-hall 
ambiance and the bleak post- 
World War II atmosphere of Paris, 
almost making the audience feel 
the damp cold. This is a remark¬ 
able entertainment, not to be 
missed. T

Id/Entity’ images 


T hough the dot-com boom long ago went bust, the dot-com 
imagination survives and even thrives in the local art world. 
Witness the upcoming exhibition at SF Camerawork, Id/En¬ 
tity: Portraiture in the 21st Century, which offers a range of media- 
art projects exploring how 
changing technologies affect 
artistic representations of “self.” 

These investigations simulta¬ 
neously look back at traditional 
photographic portraiture and 
forward to the future. The artists 
involved include Jim Campbell, 
who creates LED portrait dip- 
tychs that communicate with 
each other; Julia Scher, who has 
set up a photo booth with 12 
video cameras that capture less- 
than-flattering, surveillance-in¬ 
spired portraits; The Surveil¬ 
lance Camera Players, those folks 
who perform theatrics in front 

of NYC surveillance cameras; JD _ 

Beltran, who has saved answer¬ 
ing machine messages for artistic posterity; and Paul Kaiser, whose 
free-form video “dance” for hands was created in collaboration 
with legendary choreographer/dancer Merce Cunningham. 

It’s intriguing that SF Camerawork, which has long showcased 
the products of more traditional camera techniques, at this junc¬ 
ture is moving into the digital/high tech age. Apparently the make- 
money-or-bust mentality has finally given way to the urge to cre¬ 
ate art, not overnight millions, and the prospects for this show look 
good. 

This Tuesday’s opening night event at SF Camerawork’s Folsom 
Street gallery features a “Collaborative Tele-Presence Exhibit” that 
allows users to “explore” live remote environments by directing 
“Tele-Actors” in remote locales, such as a rainforest, a biotech lab, 
a political rally, or an art opening. These remote players are skilled 
performers connected by cameras and microphones to a wireless 
digital network. Collaborators Ken Goldberg, Dez Song, Anna- 
marie Ho and Anthony Levandowski of UC Berkeley had to mas¬ 
ter these network-based systems, just as shutterbug Ansel Adams 
once mastered the mechanics of a Hasselblad. ▼

ner sings Aeneas as though it’s no 
trouble at all, which is so wrong 
it’s not even impressive. Berlioz 
knew that giving the tenor a score 
.to grapple with was the surest way 
to make a hero out of him. Vickers 
and Domingo wrestled the part 
down and left no doubt about the 
struggle involved. The strain — 
their singing as a “deed” — was 
part of the point. 

It takes the ghosts of dead Tro¬ 
jans in Act V to make a vocal war¬ 
rior out of Heppner’s nice-guy Ae¬ 
neas. This is what’s known as too 
little, too late. 

Much as I’ve admired Michelle 
de Young in her numerous San 
Francisco appearances, she’s sim¬ 
ply overparted as Dido. She can 
sing the role, with musicality and 
sensitivity, but hers is a short- 
breathed Dido who doesn’t come 
within catapult’s range of nobili¬ 
ty. She, too, has a real fifth act in 
her, but it’s a cramped affair, sung 
with nothing held in reserve, 
which her great predecessors in 
the role have had. 

I can’t be alone in considering 
“Nuit d’ivresse” second only to 
Tristan and Isolde’s “O sink 
hernieder, Nacht der Liebe” 
among ecstatic operatic love 
duets. Listening to Heppner and 
deYoung, I couldn’t suppress the 
impression of an aging pair of 
country lovers on the farmhouse

W hen lead player Lanier 
McNab sings “Minerva! 
O Hear Me” in Act II of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan gem 
Princess Ida— the Lamplighters 
Music Theatre 50th Anniversary 
production currently at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts Theatre 
— you know the goddess of light 
is paying close attention. No 
being, divine or beastly human, 
could resist soprano McNab’s glo¬ 
riously pure, soaring notes as she 
beseeches Minerva to “Let fervent 
words and fervent thoughts be 
mine, That I may lead them to thy 
sacred shrine!” 

As the leader of a breakaway 
all-women’s school in medieval 
Europe, Princess Ida — portrayed 
by the very beautiful McNab, 
whose delicate frame gives rise to 
a surprisingly powerful, precision- 
controlled voice — must stiffen 
the backs of her hundred maiden¬ 
ly scholars, secluded in a castle 
away from all distractions. Ida 
must get them to break away from 
their philosophy lessons to double 
as warriors, for at all costs they 
must keep men — those nasty 
creatures! — from ever breaching 
the castle walls and contaminating 
the women with their horrid mas¬ 
culinity. 

It could be a hundred lipstick 
lesbians in that castle, but in the 
hands of W.S. Gilbert and Arthur 
Sullivan, Princess Ida, which 
opened January 5, 1884 at Lon¬ 
don’s Savoy Theatre, is daintily 
Victorian in attitude. The women 
are seen as defiant feminists who 
really need men to straighten 
them out, if only they knew it. 
Along comes handsome young 
Prince Hilarion — the vocally 
powerful Joshua La Force in a su¬ 
perb performance — who will do 
anything to win over Princess Ida.

At infancy, the youngsters were 
contracted to be married, and 
now that Ida is 21, Hilarion’s fa¬ 
ther King Hildebrand (William 
Neely) is determined to make 
good on the agreement with his 
nemesis, Princess Ida’s father King 
Gama (Philip Lowery), so he 
turns up the heat on Hilarion, 
forcing him to act to get Ida down 
out of her tower and into the mar¬ 
riage bed. 

Thus do Hilarion and a couple 
of buddies (Philip Sokolov as Flo- 
rian and the especially hunky- 
David Sasse as Cyril) dress up as 
women to gain entrance to the 
castle, presenting themselves as 
new students. To their great cred¬ 


it, the actors never camp it up, try¬ 
ing to play queens. Their essential 
butchness remains intact; they’re 
not deeply into exploring their 
inner femininity. 

Lady Blanche schemes 

All of this is quite silly, of 
course, and that’s pretty much the 
point of Gilbert and Sullivan. Au¬ 
diences know what to expect, and 
the Lamplighters deliver mar¬ 
velously, as always. (Full disclo¬ 
sure: I served as a Lamplighters 
chorister for a season or two back 
in the early ’80s.) In G&S, a lame 
parody of feminism is merely an 
excuse to sing and dance, have 
great laughs, and leave the theatre 


feeling lighthearted. This you can’t 
help but do when you’ve got great 
characters like Lady Blanche, Pro¬ 
fessor of Abstract Science (Chris¬ 
tine Macomber) scheming to take 
over Princess Ida’s school (“I 
should command here — I was 
born to rule!”); when comely 
young lass Melissa (Michele 
Krapp) hilariously chases a be- 
wigged Florian, smitten with his 
rough-hewn chin, quickly uncov¬ 
ering his masculine secret; and 
when the bumbling warrior sons 
of King Gama (Philip Lowery), 
Arac, Guron, and Scynthius 
(Charles Martin, Steve Bower and 
James Macllvaine) sing pompous¬ 
ly and hilariously about their 
virtues. (“Bold and fierce, and 
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strong, ha! ha!/ For a war we 
burn,/ With its right or wrong, ha! 
ha!/ We have no concern.”) 

Princess Ida is pure gold, as be¬ 
fits a 50th anniversary, and while 
the cast and crew deserve much 
applause — and they got it on 
opening night last Friday — the 
person who merits the most cred¬ 
it is Lamplighters General Direc¬ 
tor Barbara Heroux, who along 
with Artistic Director Baker A. 
Peeples has taken the company to 
the heights of excellence, achiev¬ 
ing true world-renown in the 
crowded G&S arena, where pas¬ 
sions for authenticity and top- 
notch talents run high. Heroux’s 
staging of Princess Ida this time 
around worked magnificently, the 
scenes coming at a fast pace, with¬ 
out hitches, and with the best pos¬ 
sible display of the chorus and 
soloists. 

Also high on the credit list is 
Monroe Kanouse, conductor of 
the first-rate Lamplighters Or¬ 
chestra, who sped through the 
three acts with verve. Not once 
did the energy let down. The sets 
by Peter Crompton (based on 
John Gilkerson’s earlier design) 
brought out the music’s enchant¬ 
ment. They had an inspiring, airy 
lightness to them, especially the 
castles, inside and out, which 
were set to a backdrop of spectac¬ 
ular skies, fit for the Sistine 
Chapel. Against all this the elabo¬ 
rate costumes stood out with 
crisp clarity, dazzling with their 
bright color and flair. Everything 
worked grandly, just as G&S 
would have wanted it. The Lamp¬ 
lighters have done themselves 
proud, becoming polished to 
golden perfection. ▼

porch swing, crooning about a 
love that might have been had 
they only taken the chance. 

Petra Lang’s Cassandra is a 
hectoring schoolmarm who 
sounds like she walked in from an 
oratorio next door. Some of the 
smaller roles, like Toby Spence’s 
Hylas, stand out, but among them, 
sadly, not Kenneth Tarver’s Iopas, 
who gets one of the opera’s best 
airs. 

What’s right about this being a 
LSO Live recording is that the or¬ 
chestra, chorus and Davis provide 
the real heroism. I can’t honestly say 
that Davis’ interpretation has grown 
noticeably — or that it needed to. 
He always had an uncanny way of 
getting under this weird score’s skin, 
and believing in it. 

There are as many passages 
that sound like Donizetti and Of¬ 
fenbach as like Wagner, but Davis 
has a commendable way of just 
letting it all hang out, and letting 
the score’s conspicuous seams 
show. No other conductor in my 
experience of the work has shown 
his genius at mining the modal 
writing Berlioz used to such won¬ 
drous effect in this endlessly ar¬ 
resting score. Still, drop the needle 
anywhere on his first recording, 
and you’ll hear more greatness 
than at any moment in this laud¬ 
able effort.

Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 



local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranai®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) . 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 

Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross- 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines.

(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 

„ in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 
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Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

Catching up with the international chanteuse

. he first thing you hear 
when you put But One Day 
..... (Decca), the new album by 
international chanteuse Ute Lem¬ 
per, in your CD player is the song 
“I Surrender.” It’s one of a hand¬ 
ful of songs written by the 
renowned singer. After years of 
interpreting the work of other 
composers, from Kurt Weill to 
Tom Waits to Elvis Costello, Lem¬ 
per shares some of her own Eng¬ 
lish-language compositions. Es¬ 
pecially notable are “Lena,” a 
song about a friend of hers who’s 
the child of Holocaust survivors, 
and “Little Face,” about Lemper’s 
children. The album also includes 
her dazzling interpretations of 
songs by Weill, Astor Piazzolla, 
and Jacques Brel. 

Gregg Shapiro: Do you prefer to 


keep your songwriting process 
solitary, or are there songwriters 
with whom you would like to col¬ 
laborate? 

Ute Lemper: I certainly want to 
keep collaborating. These experi¬ 
ences that I had with Philip Glass, 
Michael Nyman, and others! Lau¬ 
rie Anderson [violin on “Lena”] 
is on the album, and it’s wonder¬ 
ful to have her. She just jumped 
into the room and said, “Let me 
play something,” and then she 
improvised over the song, which 
was great. I definitely want to 
sing songs from the theatrical 
repertoire — there’s still a lot out 
there that I didn’t record yet. I 
want to keep all the dimensions 
open. 

But One Day serves as a bridge 
between more traditional materi¬ 
al and the experimental approach 
you took on Punishing Kiss. Do 
you feel like you're caught be¬ 
tween the two worlds?

The Pretenders have a 'Loose Screw'

oming three years after the 
disappointing Viva El Amor!, 
the latest album by The Pre¬ 
tenders, Loose Screw (Artemis), 
doesn’t hold much promise for the 
band. The annoyance of opening 
tune “Lie to Me” had me fast-for¬ 
warding to the Jamaican beat (sup¬ 
plied by original drummer Martin 
Chambers) of “Give Me Some 
Time,” which recalls “Private Life” 
from the band’s groundbreaking 
1980 self-titled debut. 

Musically and lyrically, Loose 
Screw comes up short, especially 
when compared to the band’s es¬ 
sential return to form in 1984’s 
Learning To Crawl. Despite 
Chrissie Hynde’s distinctive 
phrasing and choked-up vocals, 
most of the tracks, including 
“Know Who Your Friends Are” 
and a cover of All Seeing Eye’s 
“Walk Like a Panther,” are not 
earth-shaking. Songs such as 
“Complex Person” and “Saving 
Grace” are below par. 

Bon Jovi has also been in a de¬ 
cline for a few years, a fact that 
you can hear loud and clear on 
Bounce (Island). Ask any mullet- 
wearing Bon Jovi fail, and he 11 
probably blame frontman Jon 
Bon Jovi. Mostly, they just sound 
like a band anxious to recapture 
the youthful energy of its ’80s 
hair-band glory. The desperation 
is there on songs such as “Every¬ 
day” and “Love Me Back to Life.” A 
couple of songs (“Misunder¬ 
stood” and “The Wrong Side of 
Right”) make reference to run¬ 
ning “all the lights,” which sounds 
as if someone is looking for es¬ 
cape. With an album like this, 
more of a thud than a bounce, 
now might be the time for Bon 
Jovi to take that leap. 

Sometimes it’s hard to recon¬ 
cile the glossy and commercial 
Goo Goo Dolls with the band’s 
early persona as punky, Replace- 
ments-inspired rockers. You don’t 
have to go back that far to hear the 
difference, just 10 years, to 1993’s 
Superstar Car Wash. But then suc¬ 
cess came calling for their 1995 
Boy Named Goo, and the rest is 


musical history. On Gutterflower 
(Warner Brothers), the Goo Goo 
Dolls themselves sound as if they 
are also trying to reconcile these 
dual identities, with mixed results. 

Candy pass 

Counting Crows seemed to ex¬ 
perience success right from the 
start, with the release of their 
major-label debut disc August and 
Everything After 10 years ago. 
While they haven’t reignited the 
initial spark, they do continue to 
plug away, as is evident on Hard 
Candy (Geffen). “American Girls,” 
which sounds like something you 
might have heard on 70s Top 40 
radio and features backing vocals by 
Sheryl Crow, probably causes cavi¬ 
ties. While it’s hard to fault a band 
that thinks that some of its songs 
“may contain trace amounts of Joni 
Mitchell,” it’s hard to calculate just 
what their contribution is worth. 

When the nearly comprehen¬ 
sive Cracker hits compilation 
Garage D'Or was released in 2000, 
some thought it signaled an end 
to the group, especially when the 
buzz about a Camper Van 
Beethoven reunion started. David 
Lowery, of both Cracker and CVB, 
has proven the naysayers wrong by 
releasing the ironically titled For¬ 
ever (Back Porch/Virgin). Cracker 
hasn’t crumbled, its unique sense 
of humor still as salty as a Saltine, 
especially on “Shine” (which 
name-checks Burt Bacharach), 
“Don’t Bring Us Down,” “Miss 
Santa Cruz County,” and “Super¬ 
fan.” The biggest disappointment 
here is that more people aren’t lis¬ 
tening to Cracker. 

Jam-band deluxe Rusted Root 
put on its party duds for the ap¬ 
propriately titled Welcome to the 
Party (Island). All dressed up in 
their funkiest finery, Rusted Root 
encourage you to.push the furni¬ 
ture against the wall and roll up 
the rugs so that the dancing can 
begin. How this level of soulful 
funk will sit with longtime listen¬ 
ing hasn’t been determined. But 
the party really gets going on 
“Weave” and continues through 
the remix-ready “People of my 
Village.” Kick off your Birken- 
stocks, roll up your tie-dyed 


sleeves, and dance. ▼

“Fluid Canvas,” the new piece, 
featured visuals by the digital 
artists Marc Downie, Paul Kaiser 
and Shelley Eshkar. Data from a 
“motion capture” session of Cun¬ 
ningham’s hand movements was 
transformed into imagery which 
was projected onto the stage, thus 
allowing the choreographer’s 
presence to “accompany” the 
dancers. “Lifelike,” the animated 
decor that they created from this 
motion capture, was generated in 
real time for the performance, just 
as John King’s auto-shop sound 
score changed structure random¬ 
ly for the performances. The 
choreography for 16 dancers of¬ 
fered the same interesting, often 
virtuosic movements, fleeting 
partnerships, and a few opportu¬ 
nities for phrases in variation for 
the whole company. There were a 
few moments when the stage 
filled, like a teeming aquarium, 
with stillness, darting movement 
and graceful slowness, all at the 
same time. This is the essence of 
Cunningham: fascinating and in¬ 
furiating, beautiful and boring, 
calculating and intuitive, all at the 
same time. ▼ 
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seconds”) rather than giving the 
listener any traditional sense of 
musical satisfaction. But Cage 
made a career of that. 

“Suite for Five” featured Cage 
music that seemed almost melod¬ 
ic compared to what was heard 
the rest of the evening. The “pre¬ 
pared” piano was played both at 
the keyboard and inside the in¬ 
strument, where the pianist 


plucked and strummed at the 
strings. The dance on view was 
full of long-held balances, impos¬ 
sible-looking twisted lunges and 
thigh-killing squats, followed by 
rapid-fire sections of arm-waving, 
floor-scurrying, and space-slicing 
leg movements. 

Cunningham dancing is never 
sexy, even accidentally. The vocab¬ 
ulary is almost mechanical, but 


brought interestingly alive by his 
array of phenomenal dancers. 
There is never any moment where 
one dance looks like another, 
never an opportunity to compare 
two side-by-side arabesques, not 
one chance to watch a fantastic 
dancer beaming with the joy of 
movement. No, this is all about 
random beauty, biological com¬ 
plexity, life on the theoretical level. 
To Cunningham, dance is a form, 
not an expression. 

The MinEvent opened with a 
stage filled with dancers, 16 of 
them, a huge contingent who 
walked off one by one, leaving a 
few to pick up the pattern of si¬ 
multaneous solos. A few big group 
sections came the closest to offer¬ 
ing any truly visceral excitement 
— would they run into each other 
in the midst of all the unconnect¬ 
ed dancing? The Kronos Quartet 
was the opposite of virtuosic, the 
idea of the musical score being 
more interesting than the actual 
sounds being produced, as could 
be said about much of the chore¬ 
ography.

An open letter 
to thank 
our community 



PROJECT 


After a year of redundant and unnecessary Congressional inquiries and federal investigations, the STOP AIDS 
Project is now vindicated. A report from the Department of Health and Human Services has confirmed what we 
assured our supporters all along: All of our work is in full compliance with federal laws and local guidelines. 

On behalf of the STOP AIDS Project’s volunteers, staff and board of directors, I want to thank the hundreds of 
individuals and organizations who wrote and called us with their words of support during this difficult time. I also 
want to assure you that we will not allow these struggles to change our commitment to speaking openly and 
honestly about sex. 

During these investigations, it became evident that the scrutiny we attracted was not about fair oversight. It was 
about the politics of abstinence. For two decades, we have worked in partnership with other groups and individuals 
to ensure that gay and bisexual men have the information and support they need to care for themselves and each 
other—the very definition of community. This belief that all people have the right to safer and more fulfilling sex 
lives has made us a high-profile target for conservative politicians promoting an anti-gay, abstinence-only agenda. 

There Is nothing obscene in talking about sex in a way that is meaningful and respectful of gay men’s lives. What is 
obscene is that sound prevention techniques are on trial. Despite hundreds of hours and tens of thousands of 
taxpayers’ dollars spent on these investigations, there were no significant findings. After all that time and effort, the 
only government recommendation was for a minor change to our time sheets, which we had already implemented. 

The worst outcome of these investigations has been to divert attention from the real issue—that gay and bisexual 
men need more explicit and powerful support for their health than ever before. We know that prevention works. With 
your ongoing assistance, in the future we can depend less on restrictive government funds and continue our efforts. 

Here’s how you can help: 

Volunteer. All our work is developed by and for the community. Our workshop facilitators and outreach workers are 
your peers. The models in our social marketing campaigns are your friends. Community advisory boards plan and 
direct our work with HIV-positive men, HIV-negative men, young men, older men, African-American men, leather 
men, and queer transguys. Our work is as diverse as the men who contribute to it. If you’re interested in 
volunteering, call Michael at 415.575.0747. 

Make a donation. In order to reduce the Project’s reliance on federal funding, we desperately need to increase our 
unrestricted resources. Making a contribution to our agency is tax-deductible and helps us to continue our 
groundbreaking work without fear of censorship or attack. 

• A donation of $50 makes it possible to purchase 500 condoms for distribution in bars and sex clubs. 

• A donation of $500 makes it possible to hold a frank workshop with up to 25 leather and fetish men. 

• A donation of $1,000 makes it possible to hold a community forum where up to 50 HIV-positive men can speak 
openly with one another about the challenges they face playing safe with other guys. 

• A donation of $5,000 makes it possible to hold a weekend retreat where up to 20 young gay and bi men can 
increase their safer sex knowledge and share their thoughts on coming out, dating and partying safely. 

We at the STOP AIDS Project pledge to continue providing opportunities for gay, bisexual and transgender men to 
build social connections and develop strategies and skills to lead full and healthy sex lives. We will always be sex 
positive. We will fight political pressure and will fight side-by-side with you to resist others’ attempts to inflict 
homophobia within or on our community. 

We will continue to provide opportunities for guys to meet potential lovers and friends who share similar interests 
and to build a stronger, creative and loving community. And we will consistently evaluate our work’s effectiveness 
and relevance for gay and bisexual men in San Francisco, changing as needed to best meet your needs. 

Despite more than a year of political pressure, we remain passionately committed to preventing HIV transmission. 
We are grateful for your ongoing assistance and urge you to support our vision for the future of HIV prevention and 
gay men’s health—a future that celebrates sex and the lives of gay and bisexual men.
